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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  for  the  year  1962  as 
follows:  Douglas  Rockwood,  Chairman;  Milton  H.  Welt, 
Chairman  of  the  Assessors;  Stephen  Weekes,  Chairman  of 
Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  and  Clerk. 

Under  Article  27  and  28  the  Selectmen  filed  orders  of 
taking  for  roads  accepted  at  the  1962  Town  Meeting  and  the 
abandonment  of  a  section  of  Cemetery  Road,  East  Harwich 
under  Article  31  on  March  26,  1962. 

Preliminary  and  final  hearings  on  roads  voted  to  be  laid 
out  as  Town  roads  under  Articles  38  and  39  were  held  and 
those  found  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  by-law  as  to 
condition  were  recommended  for  acceptance  at  the  1963 
Town  Meeting. 

Bids  were  received  for  the  purchase  of  two  new  Police 
Cruisers  and  equipment  under  Article  50,  and  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Dennisport  Motors,  Dennis- 
port,  Mass,  for  the  sum  of  $2,588.00. 

Under  Article  51,  the  A.  J.  Neilson  Radio  Service  of  Han¬ 
over,  Mass.,  the  low  bidder,  was  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
purchase  of  tone  operated  receivers  for  the  Fire  Department’s 
alerting  system,  for  the  sum  of  $3,995.00. 

Under  Article  53  the  William  C.  Chase  property  was  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  Town  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  54  instructed  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  study  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal.  The  Commit¬ 
tee  was  appointed  and  their  report  and  recommendations 
will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report. 

Under  Article  71  the  Selectmen  retained  the  services  of 
Stanley  R.  Sweetser,  engineer  of  Dennisport  to  draw  plans 
and  specifications  for  improvements  to  the  Earle  Road  Beach 
area.  These  were  advertised  for  bids  and  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  Pleasant  Lake  Sand  Co.,  Pleasant  Lake,  the  low 
bidder  for  the  sum  of  $7,680.00. 

Article  73  called  for  investigation  of  the  status  of  beach 
frontage  shown  as  property  of  the  Town  on  L.  C.  Plan  #5265. 
A  letter  on  file  from  our  Town  Counsel  rules  that  although 
the  plan  referred  to  does  show  beach  frontage,  the  plan  was 
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drawn  in  the  early  1920’s  and  that  over  the  years  since,  the 
beach  area  shown  has  eroded  away  to  the  point  that  in  his 
opinion  the  Town  has  no  title  to  any  beach  land  on  the  Shore 
Road  area  other  than  the  Pleasant  Road  Beach  and  forty 
feet  at  the  foot  of  Grey  Neck  Road. 

Underground  electric  cable  at  the  Town  Landing  at  Wych- 
mere  Harbor  was  installed  under  instruction  of  Article  74  and 
repairs  and  reconstruction  work  was  done  on  steps  leading  to 
various  Town  beaches  in  accordance  with  Article  75. 

The  Selectmen  have  worked  closely  with  the  Waterways 
and  Beach  Committee  in  carrying  out  the  projects  called  for 
under  Articles  78,  79,  80  and  81.  Improvements  to  the  Town 
Landing  at  Round  Cove,  voted  under  Article  83  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  on  or  before  May  1,  1963. 

Two  parcels  of  woodland  in  the  area  north  of  Brooks 
Park  comprising  several  acres  were  added  to  our  holdings 
under  Article  39  of  1960. 

A  few  words  concerning  some  of  the  articles  appearing 
in  the  1963  Annual  Warrant  may  be  appropriate. 

Article  27 — Bank,  Oak  and  Forest  Streets 

In  order  to  make  the  best  use  of  $19,959.22  available  to 
the  Town  for  road  improvements  under  Chapter  782  of  the 
Acts  of  1962  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  High¬ 
way  Surveyor  that  the  status  of  these  three  roads  should  first 
be  determined.  It  may  be  necessary  to  widen  or  to  alter  them. 
It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  survey  and  bound  them.  In 
any  case,  a  preliminary  investigation  should  be  made  before 
the  above  money  is  allocated  to  any  specific  job. 

Article  30 — Easement  Long  Pond  Drive 

This  transfer  involves  a  parcel  of  Town  owned  property 
located  on  the  north  side  of  Long  Pond  Drive  in  Pleasant  Lake. 
After  discussion  and  investigation  it  was  our  opinion  that  the 
value  of  properties  lying  between  the  Town  parcel  and  Pleas¬ 
ant  Lake  would  best  be  preserved  by  granting  them  this  access 
to  Long  Pond  Drive,  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Town  proper¬ 
ty  is  now  being  used  for  access  without  Town  permission.  The 
transfer  would  protect  the  rights  of  all  owners  interested  in 
the  access. 

Article  32 — Building  Permit  Fee 

The  Board  feels  that  the  present  fee  of  one  dollar  is 
unrealistic;  that  a  larger  amount  should  be  charged  to  help 
defray  the  cost  of  inspection.  The  amount  of  the  fee,  any  fu¬ 
ture  changes  in  the  fee,  and  the  basis  on  which  the  fee  is  de- 
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termlned  should  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Selectmen 
who  appoint  the  Building  Inspector  and  are  ultimately  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  operation  of  this  department. 

Article  34 — Sale  of  Town  Owned  Property 

Although  the  Selectmen  now  have  the  authority  to  sell 
tax  title  property  at  public  auction,  it  was  thought  that  the 
procedure  for  giving  notice  of  any  such  sale  should  be  clearly 
spelled  out  so  that  there  would  be  no  possibility  that  this 
authority  would  be  abused. 

Article  35 — Pedestrian  Control  Law 

We  do  not  now  have  the  problems  of  pedestrian  traffic 
control  that  larger  municipalities  encounter,  but  the  time  is 
approaching  when  we  shall  be  faced  with  those  problems,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  summer  months.  This  legislation  would  enable 
us  to  put  on  the  books,  for  use  when  needed,  pedestrian  traf¬ 
fic  regulations  which  have  been  drawn  by  state  traffic  ex¬ 
perts  in  consultation  with  local  officials.  The  procedure  is 
much  the  same  as  that  which  was  followed  when  the  Town 
adopted  its  present  vehicular  traffic  regulations  in  1940. 

Article  39 — Planning 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  the  need  for  Town 
planning.  We  should  like  to  add  on  further  thought:  it  is 
only  fair  and  reasonable,  if  we  expect  our  Planning  Board 
to  carry  on  this  most  essential  task,  to  give  that  Board  the 
financial  assistance  it  must  have  in  order  to  do  an  intelli¬ 
gent  job.  Town  planning  should  have  the  highest  priority. 

Article  40 — By-Law  Booklets 

The  supply  of  By-Law  booklets,  last  printed  in  1959, 
has  been  exhausted.  The  By-Laws  have  been  substantially 
amended.  Inasmuch  as  the  booklet  represents  an  essential 
municipal  service,  it  is  time  the  Town  printed  an  up-to-date 
supply. 

Article  45 — Town  Forest 

For  many  years  Harwich  has  had  a  Town  Forest  Com¬ 
mittee  but  no  Town  Forest.  In  keeping  with  the  desire  of 
many  residents  to  conserve  areas  of  the  Town  in  their  natu¬ 
ral  state,  and  in  view  of  the  many  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  a  Town  forest,  Selectmen  have  proposed  this  article. 

Article  46 — Dr.  Bliss  property 

Dr.  Bliss  becomes  the  charter  donor  of  property  to 
come  under  the  management  of  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion.  This  piece  of  old  cranberry  land  is  well  suited  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Commission.  The  Selectmen  hope  that  it  is 
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the  first  of  many  parcels  to  be  given  in  the  interest  of  Con¬ 
servation.  We  extend  the  Town’s  thanks  to  Dr.  Bliss  for  her 
generous  offer. 

Article  47 — Mrs.  Belmont’s  property 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  1962  meet¬ 
ing  the  Selectmen  investigated  a  number  of  locations  during 
the  year.  We  intend  to  continue  the  search  until  playground 
areas  have  been  offered  from  each  of  the  villages.  The  main 
problem,  of  course,  is  the  high  price  of  suitable  land.  The 
larger  part  of  the  above  property  is  an  abandoned  cranberry 
bog  which,  with  a  small  amount  of  work,  would  make  an  ex¬ 
cellent  open  area.  We  feel  that  this  parcel  is  not  only  suita¬ 
ble  but  also  reasonably  priced,  and  are  extremely  grateful 
to  Mrs.  Belmont  for  her  cooperation.  Should  the  Town  pur¬ 
chase  this  land,  the  Selectmen  urge  that  it  be  left  as  nearly 
as  possible  in  its  natural  state.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the 
Town  would  best  be  served  if  the  most  limited  improvement 
and  maintenance  were  undertaken.  The  land  should  be  held 
as  an  open  neighborhood  area  for  informal  exercise  and  en¬ 
joyment.  The  Town  should  be  spared  the  needless  expense 
of  equipment,  instruction,  or  supervision. 

Article  60 — Comfort  Stations 

It  will  be  necessary  to  plan,  design  and  locate  rest 
room  facilities  at  the  Town  properties  indicated.  Plans  previ¬ 
ously  drawn  for  the  Red  River  Beach  were  not  acceptable  to 
residents  of  the  area.  The  Board  would  like  to  have  the  above 
information  plus  costs  and  recommendations  for  the  next 
annual  Town  Meeting. 

Articles  76  &  77 — Allison  Property 

Under  these  articles  the  Town  has  the  choice  of  either 
continuing  the  lease  arrangement  under  which  it  has  used 
the  Allison  beach  property  for  the  past  several  years  or  pur¬ 
chasing  the  property  outright.  Mr.  Allison  has  agreed  to  offer 
the  Town  this  choice.  The  Selectmen  are  indebted  to  him 
for  his  cooperation. 

Article  83 — Survey  and  bound  Town  properties 

We  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  this  program.  All  of 
the  Town  properties  including  roads,  should  be  surveyed 
and  bounded  with  a  plan  on  file.  As  the  program  progresses 
the  inventory  should  also  include  property  acquired  by  tax 
title. 
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Article  88 — Exchange  Building 

The  question  of  what  to  do  with  the  Exchange  Build¬ 
ing  remains  unanswered.  If  we  are  going  to  keep  it,  we  must 
maintain  it  in  at  least  a  safe  condition.  The  voters  apparent¬ 
ly  would  like  to  keep  the  building  but  they  have  been  re¬ 
luctant  to  spend  money  on  it.  The  amount  requested  under 
this  article  is  for  the  repair  of  two  outside  walls  only. 

In  December  Selectman  Stephen  Weekes  submitted  his 
resignation  from  the  Board  effective  January  1,  1963  in  order 
to  assume  his  new  duties  as  State  Representative  from  the 
Second  Barnstable  District. 

In  conclusion  may  we  thank  all  Department  heads,  em¬ 
ployees  and  the  faithful  group  of  Citizens  serving  the  Town 
on  various  Boards  and  Committees  for  their  continued  co¬ 
operation  and  interest  for  the  year  1962.

A  serious 
responsibility  is  charged  to  all  who  are  concerned  with  the 
financial  and  economic  well-being  of  the  Town — that  of 
weighing  carefully  the  need  for  progressive  measures  neces¬ 
sary  for  its  sound  and  orderly  development  against  the  ef¬ 
fect  in  our  future  tax  rates  of  the  ever  increasing  costs  of 
these  improvements  and  services. 

The  Assessors,  mindful  of  the  increasing  need  for  accur¬ 
acy  in  records  and  assessments  are  constantly  working  to  im¬ 
prove  our  assessing  methods  and  mapping  program.  We  were 
able  this  year  to  reproduce  in  a  new  type  semi-transparent 
film  all  our  original  maps — some  of  which,  through  constant 
use  over  the  years  had  become  very  much  worn.  We  are  now 
able,  with  this  new  material,  to  keep  the  original  maps  in 
their  cases  and  to  offer  the  public  for  their  convenience  in¬ 
expensive  reproductions.  They  are  available  for  inspection  and 
reference  at  the  Town  Office. 

We  are  also  able  to  make  available  for  reproduction 
shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year  an  up  to  date  revision  of 
our  Town  Map,  showing  all  new  road  layouts  as  of  January  1, 
1963.  This  map  should  be  useful  to  all  departments  as  well  a  si 
the  general  public,  particularly  our  summer  visitors.

March  4,  1963  at  12  noon  then  and  there  to  act  on  Article  1 
and  afterwards  on  the  following  day,  Tuesday,  March  5,  1963 
at  7:30  P.M.  to  meet  in  Exchange  Hall  and  act  on  the  remain¬ 
ing  articles. 

Polls  will  be  open  at  12  noon  and  will  close  at  8:00  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  town 
Officers  and  Committees:  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  Select¬ 
man,  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare  and  Board  of  Health  for 
three  years;  one  Selectman,  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare  and 
Board  of  Health  for  one  year;  one  Assessor  for  three  years; 
one  Assessor  for  one  year;  one  Recreation  Commissioner  for 
five  years;  one  Trustee  of  Broadbrooks  Free  Library  for  three 
years;  two  School  Committee  members  for  three  years;  one 
Park  Commissioner  for  three  years;  one  Tree  Warden  for 
three  years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years;  one 
Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years  and  one  Planning 
Board  member  for  five  years. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  and  Com¬ 
mittees. 
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Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor¬

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500- 
.00)  for  the  purpose  of  surfacing  Bassett’s  Lane,  West  Har¬ 
wich  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  Joseph  M.  Heg- 
arty  and  others. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  wil  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  lay  out  Harold  Street,  Harwich  Port  leading 
easterly  from  Sisson  Road  to  Doane  Road  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00)  to 
be  used  wTith  whatever  State  and  County  funds  are  available 
for  Chapter  90,  Highway  Maintenance  and  to  act  fully  there¬ 
on.  Customary  article. 
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Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000.00) 
to  be  used  with  whatever  State  and  County  funds  are  avail¬ 
able  for  Chapter  90,  Road  Construction  and  to  act  fully  there¬ 
on.

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Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  By- 
Law  re:  parking  at  Town-owned  beach  at  Pleasant  Road, 
West  Harwich  by  inserting  the  following  new  section.

During  1962  the  Board  of  Health  received  a  number  of 
complaints;  most  of  which  were  handled  by  the  Board  or 
through  the  Building  and  Sanitary  Inspector.  We  also  re¬ 
ceived  excellent  cooperation  from  the  County  Health  Office 
through  Dr.  Fred  L.  Moore,  Edward  H.  Tateosian  and 
Richard  M.  Sturtevant. 

Another  in  our  series  of  Polio  Vaccine  Clinics  was  held 
at  the  Harwich  Elementary  School  May  4  and  8  at  which 
Type  1  Oral  Vaccine  was  administered  to  395  children.  We 
wish  to  thank  Miss  Adelyn  Peabody,  School  Nurse,  Mrs. 
Georgianna  Rix,  Town  Nurse  and  Dr.  Moore  for  their  efforts 
in  organizing  and  publicising  these  clinics. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Health  drew  up  specifica- 
itons  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Town  Dump, 
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advertised  and  awarded  a  contract  on  the  basis  of  the 
lowest  bid,  $5,945.00,  for  the  period  April  1,  1962  to  April 
1,  1963,  to  Reginald  P.  Kendall,  d-b-a  Kendall  Gardens,  of 
West  Harwich.  The  Board  plans  with,  some  revisions  in  the 
specifications,  to  advertise  and  place  the  dump  under  con¬ 
tract  again  this  year. 

The  dump  continues  to  be  a  problem,  however.  We  will 
be  faced  in  a  comparatively  short  time  with  the  necessity  of 
acquiring  more  land  for  this  purpose.  The  present  dump 
is  located  .within  our  Herring  River  Conservation  Area  and, 
although  periodic  tests  have  revealed  no  pollution  of  the 
river  due  to  the  presence  of  the  dump,  it  seems  hardly 
the  location  for  future  expansion. 

The.  Board  of  Health  has  inserted  an  article  in  the 
Town  Warrant  (Article  48)  which  calls  for  the  forming 
of  a  committee  to  look  into  the  entire  question  of  im¬ 
proving  our  refuse  disposal  system.  We  hope  that  such  a 
committee,  if  authorized  can  perhaps  point  the  way  toward 
a  solution  of  a  serious  problem.

To  the  Board  of  Health 
Town  of  Harwich: 

Early  in  the  year  the  United  States  Public  Health  serv¬ 
ice  approved  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  Oral  Sabin 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccine.  Thus  another  method  was  added  for 
the  prevention  of  this  disease.  Clinics  for  children  from  the 
age  of  three  months  through  the  first  grade  in  school  were 
organized  by  the  public  health  nurses  in  all  Towns  of  this 
County,  and  9,000  children  were  given  Types  I  and  III  of  the 
vaccine.  Plans  are  being  made  to  extend  this  program  to  all 
age  groups.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  paralytic  polio¬ 
myelitis  reported  in  this  County  since  1959. 

We  have  expanded  the  laboratory  services  to  provide  for 
certain  chemical  tests  on  water  samples,  which  indicate  the 
presence  of  sewage  chemical  pollution. 

Negotiations  for  expanded  services  in  our  Child  Guid¬ 
ance  program  have  been  carried  out  with  the  Mass.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Mental  Health.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

While  the  Board  had  only  nine  subdivisions  requiring 
legal  hearings  this  year,  most  of  them  have  been  large  ones 
located  inland  where  special  investigations  have  been  made 
on  the  ground,  in  two  instances  requiring  profile  maps  of 
proposed  roads  due  to  the  contour  of  the  land. 

We  continue,  however,  to  review  and  sign  a  large  number 
of  property  plans,  some  located  on  improved  roads  and  others 
just  outline  plans  of  owner’s  property,  not  requiring  hearings, 
but  all  for  proper  recording  at  Barnstable  and  for  the  Land 
Court  office.

The  Committee  met  eighteen  evenings  during  the  period 
of  January-February  to  consider  the  1962  Budget  and  eighty- 
four  articles  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
In  addition  the  committee  made  recommendations  on  three 
Articles  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  January  24th.  At 
this  meeting  the  voters  approved,  as  recommended,  the  article 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,505,000.00  to  build  a  new  Junior- 
Senior  High  School. 

Following  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Committee  met 
to  organize  for  1962.  Ralph  U.  Brett  was  re-elected  Chairman 
and  Dwight  W.  Sleeper,  Secretary. 

The  Moderator  appointed  John  Coombs  of  South  Harwich 
and  Edwin  Partridge  of  East  Harwich  to  fill  vacancies  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Milton  Welt  and  David  Davis. 

Preceding  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  29th  the  Com¬ 
mittee  made  recommendation  on  nine  articles,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  of  which  was  the  request  for  an  additional  $150,000.00 
for  the  new  Junior-Senior  High  School.  Though  approved  by 
the  Committee  it  was  disapproved  on  the  floor  by  a  narrow 
margin. 

During  the  year  requests  for  Transfers  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  ($10,000.00)  were  approved  in  the  total  amount  of 
$9,962.88 — the  balance  of  $37.12  being  returned  to  Revenue. 
Details  of  these  Transfers  appear  in  the  Town  Accountant’s 
report. 

Finance  Committee  Expense  (Budget)  $250.00 — Expended 
$146.79 — Returned  to  Revenue  $103.21. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  here  its  appreciation 
of  the  fine  cooperation  given  by  all  Town  Officials.

Harwichport.

Board  of  Appeals 
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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Personnel  By-Law,  originally  adopted  in  1960,  was 
revised  by  substituting  for  the  original  a  By-Law  as  set  forth 
in  Article  5  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of  1962. 
This  Article,  with  one  amendment  from  the  floor,  was  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  vote.  This  revision  enabled  the  Personnel 
Board  to  operate  the  By-Law  with  substantial  satisfaction  to 
all  concerned. 

Following  the  1962  Town  Meeting,  the  Selectmen  ap¬ 
pointed  Mr.  Philip  V.  Thomson  to  the  Board  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  In  accordance  with  the  revised  By-Law,  all 
future  appointments  will  also  be  made  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  one  appointment  being  required  each  year.  This  rota¬ 
tion  system  should  assure  a  continuing  experienced  Board. 

Following  the  above-mentioned  appointment,  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board  met  and  organized  as  indicated  by  the  signa¬ 
tures  to  this  report. 

The  Board  met  from  time  to  time  as  required.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  summarizes  the  actions  taken: 

(1)  Reclassifications  as  of  April  1962,  under  Part  VII, 


Section  1  3 

(2)  Compensation  revised  as  of  April  1962,  under 

Part  VII,  Section  1  30 

(3)  Initial  Classification  6 

(4)  Reclassifications  2 

(5)  Emergency  Classification  1 

(6)  Step-rate  Increases  1 

(7)  Decisions  on  Appeal  1 


The  emergency  classification  established,  as  of  May  1, 
1962,  a  new  position  of  Deputy  Fire  Chief  with  a  minimum, 
step-rate  increases  and  maximum  identical  with  that  of 
Police  Sergeant.  The  Board  is  submitting  an  Article  for  the 
1963  Warrant  requesting  ratification  of  this  action,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  By-Law. 
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During  the  year,  the  Board  reprinted  the  revised  Per¬ 
sonnel  By-Law  in  a  handy  booklet  form  and  copies  were  dis¬ 
tributed  to  officials,  department  heads  and  employees.  Sev¬ 
eral  requests  for  the  booklet  from  other  Towns  and  Personnel 
Boards  have  been  filled.  Interested  residents  may  obtain  a 
copy  of  the  booklet  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Part  VI,  Section  3  of  the  By-Law  requires  that  each  new 
employee  under  the  By-Law  pass  a  satisfactory  physical  ex¬ 
amination.  To  make  this  provision  effective,  the  Board  desig¬ 
nated  the  required  resident  physicians  and  established  the 
necessary  procedure  and  forms.  The  system  was  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  revision  of  the  By-Law,  and,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board,  constitutes  a  valuable  protection  to  both  the  em¬ 
ployees  and  the  Town. 

Part  III,  Section  1  of  the  revised  By-Law  requires  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  by  the  Town  Accountant  of 
a  personnel  record  of  all  Town  employees.  In  addition  to  per¬ 
sonal  data  such  as  date  of  birth  and  service  credit,  this  record 
will  include  a  chronological  history  of  the  position  classifi¬ 
cation,  compensation  and  step-rate  increases  in  compensa¬ 
tion  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board.  Considerable  initial 
work  is  involved  but  the  task  is  underway  and  the  Board 
hopes  to  see  it  completed  in  1963.  Once  these  valuable  records 
are  established,  their  proper  maintainance  should  entail  com¬ 
paratively  little  work.  They  are  expected  to  assist  the  Town 
Accountant  in  auditing  the  payrolls  and  thus  give  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board  the  needed  assurance  that  the  compensation 
decisions  under  the  By-Law  are  being  currently  enforced. 

The  Chairman  represented  the  Board  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Personnel  Boards 
of  which  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  a  member.  The  principal 
subject  was  the  numerous  problems  related  to  the  sick-leave 
provisions  of  the  Personnel  By-Law.  The  Association  makes 
an  annual  comparative  survey  of  compensation  under  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Association  Members.  This  report  is  very  useful 
to  our  Board. 

The  Board  is  submitting  a  request  for  a  modest  budget 
item  to  cover  our  administrative  expenses. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  progress  is  being  made 
in  achieving  an  understanding  of  the  revised  By-Law  on  the 
part  of  all  concerned.  The  Department  Heads  are  cooperating 
with  the  Board  in  its  effort  to  make  the  By-Law  of  maximum 
value  in  the  continuing  problems  of  personnel  administration. 
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We  find  that  the  By-Law  imposes  a  measure  of  discipline 
on  the  part  of  Selectmen,  Department  Heads  and  Personnel 
Board.  This  results  in  a  more  thorough  analysis  of  hiring 
procedures,  job  classifications  and  salaries.  This  in  turn  pro¬ 
duces  a  more  equitable  and  balanced  job  and  compensation 
set-up.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1962  the  Park  Commissioners  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  fulfilling  the  many  wishes  of  the  voters  of  the 
Town.  Among  these  wishes  can  be  listed  the  following: 

Brooks  Park — All  necessary  work  was  done  in  the  Park, 
there  was  a  larger  over  all  increase  in  all  facilities  in  Brooks 
Park  than  in  preceding  years.  Such  as  ball  games,  tennis, 
outings  and  family  picnics,  also  the  Harwich  Recreation 
program. 

Article  65 — On  the  Band  Stand  was  carried  out  and  all 
work  completed. 

East  End  of  Long  Pond — All  necessary  work  was  done  for 
the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  bathing  beach  including 
the  disposal  of  all  rubbish  each  day  through  the  summer 
months. 

Parking  Lot,  Harwichport — The  comfort  station  was  open¬ 
ed  from  May  30  to  Oct.  1.  There  was  considerable  damage 
done  in  the  comfort  station  this  summer  by  marking  on  the 
freshly  painted  walls,  also  to  the  plumbing  which  had  to  be 
repaired  many  times. 

Squares — All  12  squares  were  taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Will¬ 
iam  R.  Coffin  by  agreement  with  the  Park  Commissioners. 
Each  square  was  fertilized  and  limed,  also  all  squares  were 
mowed  and  raked  when  needed  and  the  flowers  were  taken 
care  of. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Park  Com¬ 
missioners;  each  year  as  the  population  increases  there  is 
more  activity  in  the  Park.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


In  the  thirteenth  annual  report  to  the  town,  the  Play¬ 
ground  and  Recreation  Commission  reviews  an  expanded 
year  in  operation.  Throughout  1962,  the  Recreation  Building 
has  fairly  been  bursting  at  its  seams.  A  total  of  16,865  in¬ 
dividuals  have  been  logged  in  the  office,  while  a  conservative 
estimate  from  the  Veterans  Service  adds  another  600  making 
well  over  17,000.  Over  700  room  assignments  have  been  made 
for  about  thirty  different  organizations.  Large  activities  re¬ 
quiring  seating  capacity  for  approximately  100  and  over  have 
been  forced  to  seek  other  quarters.  This  again  points  up  the 
need  for  a  community  building  as  year  after  year  the  in¬ 
creased  demand  is  evident.  Those  using  the  building  have 
increased  by  1180  over  the  last  year  and  show  a  gain  of  3358 
individuals  in  three  years.  In  order  to  accommodate  our  Sum¬ 
mer  activities,  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  the  use  of  Brooks 
Academy  for  the  Creative  Arts  classes. 

The  Summer  Sports  Program,  under  the  able  direction 
of  Leo  S.  Palmer,  Jr.,  expanded  with  attendance  and  partic¬ 
ipation  wrell  over  the  previous  year.  Aquatic  activities  were 
the  top  attraction.  Two  assistants  shared  the  responsibilities 
with  the  Director  while  a  Beach  Guard  kept  order  on  the 
shore.  During  the  eight  weeks  period  3468  individual  recre¬ 
ation  and  instruction  hours,  covering  all  sports  were  charted 
in  a  day-by-day  record. 

Although  no  damage  was  reported  at  Sand  Pond  during 
the  hours  when  the  uniformed  beach  guard  was  on  duty  .  .  . 
and  that  extended  far  into  the  night,  there  was  a  recurring 
vandalism.  The  most  serious  damage  occurred  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  program.  This  matter  is  of  serious  con¬ 
cern  to  the  Recreation  Commission  and  should  be  of  vital 
interest  to  every  citizen. 

Among  several  of  the  projects  sponsored  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  were  the  Creative  Arts  Classes.  The  Commission  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  most  interested  in  the  Harwich  Junior  Theatre 
and  underwrites  these  classes  which  are  held  five  mornings 
each  week  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  in  the  midsummer.  The 
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Commission  believes  firmly  in  the  value  of  these  classes  which 
give  children  the  experience  of  thinking  on  their  feet  and 
expressing  their  ideas  fearlessly.  Furniture  Refinishing  di¬ 
rected  by  the  Recreation  Assistant  continues  in  popularity  for 
its  second  year.  There  is  no  charge  and  the  students  come 
from  far  and  wide  to  work  diligently  under  the  sharp  eyes  of 
an  expert. 

“LIGHTS”  will  be  loaned  for  the  season  to  the  newly 
organized  Hockey  League  which  is  composed  of  a  group  of 
young  men  who  have  worked  hard  to  provide  the  rink  liner 
and  other  necessities. 

Several  groups  in  the  town  have  been  pressuring  the 
Recreation  Commission  to  sponsor  a  winter  program.  The 
Commission,  if  not  the  general  public,  is  well  aware  that  a 
more  extensive  program  demands  a  Full-Time  Recreation 
Director  at  an  additional  cost  of  seven  or  eight  thousand  dol¬ 
lars.  At  its  present  and  projected  rate  of  growth,  the  towns¬ 
people  of  Harwich  cannot  expect  a  volunteer  or  elected  com¬ 
mission  to  serve  on  a  constantly  expanding  program.  Since 
the  founding  of  the  Recreation  Commission  by  Earle  Bassett, 
the  Town  has  been  served  by  a  dedicated  group  of  people  with 
the  result  that  Harwich  has  the  most  outstanding  program 
on  the  Cape.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Bays  and  beaches,  fresh  and  salt  ponds,  tidal  areas  and 
wild  marshlands  are  features  which  attract  visitors  and  hold 
residents  to  the  Town  of  Harwich.  Preserving  these  precious 
areas  in  their  natural  state  has  been  the  primary  objective 
of  your  conservation  commission.  The  year  1962  has  been  one 
of  progress  despite  delays  beyond  our  control. 

Although  similar  articles  had  been  rejected  at  the  regular 
town  meeting  in  March,  three  articles  submitted  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  were  approved  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  on  June 
30th.  Accepted  and  adopted  with  alacrity  was  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  conservation  areas  in  the  marshlands  at  Red  River  in 
South  Harwich,  Herring  River  in  West  Harwich  and  Muddy 
Creek  in  East  Harwich.  To  protect  the  foreshores  and  all 
forms  of  wildlife  the  by-law  states  that  no  person  shall  ex¬ 
cavate,  fill  or  dredge  within  the  Conservation  Areas  without 
first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
article  also  stipulates  that  an  application  for  a  permit  can 
be  denied,  should  it  be  contrary  to  the  intent  of  the  by-law. 

Education  goes  hand  in  hand  with  conservation — hence 
the  Commission  has  sought — among  others —  the  aid  of  pro¬ 
fessional  biologists,  botanists  and  “tide  marsh  ecologists”  to 
define  a  natural  marsh.  We  are  most  grateful  to  those  ex¬ 
perts  who  have  filed  their  observations  with  us,  supplying  a 
clear  and  concise  definition  with  an  ample  detailed  plant- 
list,  as  well  as  the  tide  levels  involved  in  the  growth  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  salt  marsh.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year 
1450  informational  letters  on  the  marshlands,  were  mailed  to 
the  women  in  the  town. 

Lacking  storage  space  elsewhere,  our  four  by  eight  foot 
map-table,  with  acetate  overlays,  is  available  for  use,  in  the 
Recreation  Building.  This  a  unique  and  valuable  LAND  IN¬ 
DEX  with  Key  And  Explanation  showing  the  total  acreage 
in  the  town  in  six  divisions,  color-coded  on  acetate.  The 
major  classifications  cover  forest  land,  open  land,  cranberry 
bogs,  wetland  marsh,  wetland  open  water  and  urban.  This 
map  was  enlarged  from  1951-52  aerial  photographs.  The  orig¬ 
inal  topographic  maps  and  six  thousand  photographs  are  on 
file  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  The  acreages  are  ac¬ 
curate  within  one  per  cent. 
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Not  only  have  the  Blair  Associates  commented  publicly 
on  the  unfortunate,  inadequate  and  poorly  located  “disposal 
area”  in  this  town,  but  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been 
seriously  concerned  with  some  of  the  problems  existing  at  the 
“dump”.  Although  we  have  been  assured  that  pollution  is  not 
presently  a  factor,  the  aesthetic  and  recreational  value  of  a 
naturally  attractive  area  has  been  reduced  to  minimum,  if 
not  eliminated.  In  language  that  the  public *can  understand: 
Within  the  confines  of  our  dumping  area,  mountainous  peaks 
of  rusting  steel  blot  out  the  contours  of  the  land  and  point 
to  the  existing  subsidy  of  private  industry,  while  “honey- 
wagons”  bathe  on  the  adjoining  highway  in  the  stream  wend¬ 
ing  its  way  through  the  marsh. 

We  are  happy  to  credit  Dr.  Nellie  Bliss  with  a  gift  of  cran¬ 
berry  bogs,  the  first  donation  of  land  to  conservancy  control. 
It  is  hoped  that  many  Harwich  families  will  wish  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  preservation  of  open  spaces  as  memorials  or 
gifts.  Harwich  could  benefit  by  the  addition  of  one  or  more 
Town  Forests  as  splendid  living  memorials. 

Other  recommendations  for  further  development  are  con¬ 
tained  in  articles  appearing  in  the  warrant.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the  26th  Annual 
Report  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 
31,  1962. 

An  end  of  the  year  tabulation  of  statistics  reveals  con¬ 
tinuous  growth  of  this  department.  Expansion  this  year, 
however,  has  been  on  a  moderate  basis  with  143  service  con¬ 
nections  made  and  2.17  miles  of  water  mains  added  to  the 
system.  This  slight  decline  in  mainline  construction  and  in¬ 
stallations  was  influenced  in  part  by  conservative  voting  on 
water  articles  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Total  income  from  water  rates  and  services  for  1962 
amounted  to  $103,342.10  an  approximate  increase  of  $6,000.00 
over  1961  and  the  gallons  of  water  pumped  exceeded  the 
1961  figure  by  8%. 

The  usual  routine  of  advertising  for  bids  for  General 
Water  Works  Supplies  was  effected  following  Town  Meeting 
and  numerous  companies  submitted  bids.  After  careful  study, 
the  low  bidders  comprising  several  catagories  were  awarded 
contracts  as  follows:

Mains,  specifications  were  drawn  up  and  on  May  7  were 
opened  with  the  results  listed  below:

After  evaluating  these  bids,  the  Commission  decided  to  award 
the  contract  for  laying  pipe  to  Robert  A.  Munroe,  the  low 
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bidder.  Work  was  started  early  in  June  and  the.  project  was 
completd  with  mains  and  hydrants  put  into  service  by  July 
16.  During  this  project,  575'  of  6"  cast  iron  pipe  was  salvaged 
from  Oak  Street  in  Harwich  and  removed  to  the  Water  De¬ 
partment  yard  for  future  use. 

Requests  for  water  main  construction  from  two  (2)  de¬ 
velopers,  one  on  Beriah  Brooks  Road  and  the  other  on  Cran¬ 
berry  Lane,  both  in  Harwich,  were  received  during  the  year. 
Because  of  insufficient  funds,  under  the.  Water  Extension 
Account,  these  applicants,  in  order  to  have  the  town  water 
made  available  to  them,  agreed  to  pay  direct  to  the  Contract¬ 
or  and  various  companies  involved  for  all  labor  and  materi¬ 
als.  904'  of  cast  iron  pipe  was  installed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Water  Department  and  according  to  its  specifications. 

Needless  to  mention,  good  maintenance  is  of  real  value 
to  the  operation  of  a  water  utility,  consequently,  essential 
maintenance  work  was  enforced  as  usual.  A  periodic  check¬ 
up  of  both  electrical  and  pumping  equipment  was  performed. 
A  thorough  inspection  of  hydrants  and  gate  valves  was  con¬ 
ducted  along  with  the  usual  meter  repair  work  and  accuracy 
tests.  No  leaks  of  major  importance  were  reported  and  the 
system  in  general  appears  to  be  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  employ  a  part-time  laborer 
during  July  and  August  to  help  accelerate  completion  of  the 
additional  work  load  which  occurs  during  the  summer 
months.  It  is  quite  probable  that  another  year  may  require 
the  same  action  as  service  and  maintenance  is  at  a  peak  at 
that  time. 

The  tree  planting  program  instituted  in  1958  was  con¬ 
tinued  this  year  and  extra  help  was  also  obtained  to  plant 
the  2,500  seedlings  in  the  water  shed  area. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  standpipe  at  Brooks  Park 
be  repainted  during  the  ensuing  year  and  funds  will  be  re¬ 
quested  for  this  work.  Due  to  the  atmospheric  conditions  in 
this  locality,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  repainting  every  three 
or  four  years  is  a  practical  procedure  and  the  standpipe  has 
not  been  redone  since  1958. 

At  the  Annual  Election,  Norman  O.  Nickerson  was  re¬ 
elected  to  the  Commission  for  a  three  year  term  and  in 
March  the  Board  reorganized  with  Francis  J.  Hibbert,  Chair¬ 
man,  Norman  O.  Nickerson,  Secretary,  and  Robert  J.  Chase. 

During  the  year  the  Commisioners  were  confronted  with 
the  perplexing  and  important  problem  of  establishing  ade- 
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quate  water  rates.  Following  an  investigation  of  several  Cape 
Water  Departments  regarding  principally  their  excess  water 
charges,  it  was  discovered  that  our  rate  schedule  was  not 
commensurate  with  many  of  these  towns  and  the  Board 
members,  after  considerable  study,  felt  justified  in  making  a 
slight  increase.  Hence,  subcribers  using  more  than  400,000' 
gallons  of  water  in  a  calendar  year  will  be  charged  25c  per 
1,000  gallons  instead  of  the  previous  20c  per  1,000  gallons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  we  are  able  to  return  to  revenue 
$2,247.88  from  water  articles  voted  at  previous  town  meet¬ 
ings.  The  projects  involved  have  been  fully  completed  and 
accepted  and  the  Contractors  reimbursed  for  their  work. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  of¬ 
ficials  of  the  Town  and  Departmental  Heads  for  their  help 
and  cooperation  in  this  year  just  concluded  and  to  our  per¬ 
sonnel  our  sincere  appreciation  for  carrying  out  their  varied 
assignments  both  faithfully  and  efficiently.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Study  Committee 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
Town  of  Harwich,  Massachusetts 

1962  has  been  a  year  of  real  improvement,  progress  and 
further  study  by  this  active  committee. 

Dredging  of  a  safe  adequate  entrance  channel  at  Wych- 
mere  Harbor  was  completed  in  the  early  spring. 

This  new  channel  and  the  new  channel  at  Allen  Harbor 
were  marked  with  red  and  black  channel  bouys  established 
as  aids  to  navigation  with  the  approval  of  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard.  These  well  marked  channels  were  genuinely  appreci¬ 
ated  by  the  hundreds  of  boat  owners  using  these  harbors. 

Mooring  and  docking  space  at  these  two  harbors  were  full 
to  capacity  with  many  boats  being  denied  accommodation  for 
lack  of  space  and  facilities.  In  view  of  the  continuing  rapid 
growth  of  recreational  boating,  additional  facilities  must  be 
established,  or  a  great  many  prospective  residents  will  go 
elsewhere  to  establish  their  homes  in  communities  that  pro¬ 
vide  more  adequate  boating  facilities. 

Work  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  Wychmere  Town  land¬ 
ing  is  under  way  and  should  be  completed  by  this  spring. 

Additional  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  Town 
landings  at  Round  Cove  and  at  Herring  River  where  a  dock 
and  float  were  installed. 

There  has  been  no  progress  on  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Town  landing  at  Allen  Harbor  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  suffi¬ 
cient  funds  are  available,  and  repeated  requests  to  the  State 
Division  of  Waterways  to  begin  this  work  have  been  made. 
In  view  of  the  continuing  state  of  confusion  and  indecision 
in  that  Division  it  is  impossible  to  tell  when  this  work  will 
be  undertaken. 

The  same  conditions  apply  to  the  project  to  reconstruct 
an  erosion  prevention  spur  on  the  east  breakwater  at  Allen 
Harbor. 

This  committee  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  con¬ 
tinuing  study  of  development  possibilities  in  the  Andrews 
River  Marsh  Area  which  the  Town  voted  to  take  in  1962. 
Through  careful  study  of  surveys,  aerial  photographs  and 
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layout  designs,  a  master  proposal  has  been  developed.  End¬ 
less  discussions  have  been  held  with  abutting  property  owners 
and  other  interested  citizens,  and  general  agreement  has  been 
reached  concerning  the  size  and  scope  of  an  improvement 
program  for  this  area. 

Through  the  good  offices  of  the  Selectmen  and  Congress¬ 
man  Hastings  Keith,  the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers  has  taken 
an  interest  in  this  development.  $2,500  has  been  allocated  by 
the  Corps  of  Engineers  for  further  study  by  them  which  could 
lead  to  participation  in  this  project  by  the  U.  S.  Government. 
In  view  of  this  possibility  no  request  for  development  funds 
will  be  made  to  the  Town  by  this  committee  until  this  study 
is  completed,  as  Federal  participation  as  authorized  under  the 
1960  River  and  Harbor  Act,  (Section  107)  could  save  the  Town 
a  very  substantial  amount. 

Recommendations  for  1963: 

In  view  of  the  Andrews  River  study,  no  extensive  develop¬ 
ments  are  planned  at  present,  but  to  maintain  and  improve 
facilities  which  have  been  established,  the  Town  will  be  asked 
to  consider: 

1.  Providing  a  small  amount  of  money  to  continue  the 
Andrews  River  Marsh  study. 

2.  Establishing  a  modest  reserve  fund  to  provide  where 
needed  for  the  maintenance  of  channels  at  a  safe  depth 
at  the  entrance  to  Town  Harbors. 

3.  Continuing  establishment  of  channel  buoys. 

4.  Taking  over  and  maintaining  an  adequate  light  as  a 
navigation  aid  at  Allen  Harbor. 

5.  Appropriating  sufficient  funds  to  create  an  entrance 
channel  at  Round  Cove  in  East  Harwich. 

6.  Approving  the  taking  of  a  small  tract  of  land  for  recre¬ 
ational  purposes  at  the  Town  Landing  at  Round  Cove. 

7.  A  small  appropriation  to  carry  on  the  functions  of  this 
committee.

Report  of  the  Commission  of  the 
Sewerage  System  Study  Committee 


Several  meetings  of  this  committee,  the  members  of 
which  unanimously  felt  that  there  is  a  need  of  a  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  system  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  were  held  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Congressman  Hastings  Keith  was  contacted  and  re¬ 
quested  to  furnish  such  information  as  was  available  relative 
to  Federal  Grants,  etc.  and  he  very  graciously  did  so. 
One  member  of  this  committee  contacted  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
at  the  State  House  in  Boston  for  additional  information, 
and  found  that  Federal  funds  are  available,  interest  free, 
under  Public  Law  560,  83rd  Congress,  to  defray  the  cost  of 
preliminary  engineering  and  plans  for  sewerage  and  sewer¬ 
age  treatment  facilities. 

We  have  inserted  an  article  in  the  1963  town  warrant 
to  enable  the  town  to  avail  itself  of  this  service,  and  have 
inserted  another  article  asking  that  the  life  of  this  com¬ 
mittee  be  continued  for  another  year.  We  have  requested 
State  Senator  Allen  Jones  and  Representative  Stephen 
Weekes  to  file  an  act  before  the  1963  State  Legislature 
permitting  the  Town  of  Harwich  to  establish  a  sewer  district. 

The  committee  feels  that  if  anything  were  to  be  done 
constructively  relative  to  a  sewerage  disposal  system  within 
the  confines  of  the  town,  it  would  be  more  fair  to  create 
a  sewer  district  whereby  only  the  area  of  the  town  serviced 
by  the  proposed  system  would  be  taxed  additionally. 

We  further  found  that  Federal  funds  are  available  to 
any  town  that  is  sufficiently  ambitious  to  install  a  sewerage 
disposal  system,  and  we  feel  very  strongly  that  the  life  of 
this  committee  should  be  continued  with  the  ultimate  goal 
of  the  construction  of  a  sewerage  disposal  plant  in  the  Town 
of  Harwich.

In  addition  to  the  usual  amount  of  repairing  and  main¬ 
tenance  work  your  Highway  Department  does  each  year,  we 
have  also  accomplished  the  following: 

Rebuilt  and  Resurfaced  over  two  miles  of  road. 

Oiled  and  Resurfaced  eight  and  seven-tenths  miles  of 
road. 

Installed  eight  new  Catch  Basins  and  fifteen  Filter 
Beds. 

It  is  most  important  that  our  approximately  120  miles  of 
highway  be  kept  in  excellent  condition  due  to  the  heavy  traf¬ 
fic  now  using  them. 

This  year  I  am  asking  for  two  new  pieces  of  equipment 
which  are  as  follows:  A  four-wheel  drive  rubber-tired  loader 
and  a  new  Dump  Truck.  This  equipment  would  be  replacing 
a  1956  rubber-tired  loader  and  one  1955  Dodge  Dump  Truck 
now  owned  by  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUVENILE  OFFICER  FOR  1962 

The  official  position  of  Police  Department  Juvenile  Offi¬ 
cer  was  created  in  October  of  1962  by  Chief  John  Raneo. 
Patrolman  Donald  Wrightington  was  appointed  to  this  posi¬ 
tion,  the  function  of  which  is  to  work  on  all  cases  involving 
juvenile  offenders  and  follow  through  on  the  investigation 
and  prosecution  of  such  cases,  to  concentrate  on  prevention 
of  juvenile  crime,  and  to  act  as  coordinator  between  parents 
involved  and  the  police  department  and  courts. 

Between  the  time  of  the  original  appointment  and  the 
end  of  1962  the  following  points  of  progress  were  made.  The 
Harwich  Juvenile  Officer  became  a  permanent  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Juvenile  Officers  and  has 
attended  three  meetings  of  that  organization.  Discussions 
and  interviews  have  been  held  with  local  school  personnel, 
the  district  probation  officer,  and  juvenile  officers  of  other 
police  departments. 

Approximately  twelve  cases  involving  juvenile  offenses 
were  handled  by  the  juvenile  officer  in  the  last  three  months 
of  1962,  with  three  of  them  resulting  in  court  action.  A  safety 
program  for  school  age  children  is  being  set  up.  A  complete 
and  confidential  juvenile  records  department  has  been  set 
up  under  the  direction  of  the  juvenile  officer. 

The  following  are  the  major  areas  of  concentration  for 
the  immediate  future  of  the  juvenile  section. 

1.  The  adoption  of  standard  methods  and  procedures  in 
this  field. 

2.  The  setting  up  of  various  programs  to  aid  in  preventing 
juvenile  offenses  before  they  begin. 

3.  Creating  a  sharp  decrease  in  the  rate  of  minor  juvenile 
offenses,  especially  vandalism. 
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4.  Improving  methods  and  procedures  for  quick  apprehen¬ 
sion  of  major  offenders. 

The  chief  desire  of  the  police  department  at  the  current 
time  is  to  get  townspeople  acquainted  with  the  fact  that  there 
is  an  officer  specializing  in  juvenile  work  and  that  his  serv¬ 
ices  are  available  at  any  time.  It  is  also  important  to  note 
that  in  all  cases,  prevention  is  listed  first  before  apprehension 
in  the  case  of  juvenile  crime.

Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  year  1962. 

For  some  time  now  there  has  been  a  noticeable  lack  of 
enthusiasm  concerning  Civil  Defense,  but  due  to  the  Cuban 
Crisis  which  brought  home  the  ever  present  possibility  of 
atomic  and  hydrogen  attacks  on  our  cities,  we  suddenly  began 
to  pay  more  attention  to  warning  systems,  “Panic”  control 
and  issuance  of  emergency  instructions.  Now  that  the  crisis 
is  over  we  are  again  going  back  to  our  accustomed  ways. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  we  do  have  a  central  con¬ 
trol  and  operation  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Elementary 
School.  We  do  need  more  volunteer  assistants  to  help  man 
these  centers  in  times  of  emergency.  I  have  attended  sev¬ 
eral  meetings  of  Civil  Defense  heads  both  in  Boston  and  at 
Sector  Headquarters  in  Middleboro. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  co¬ 
operation  during  the  year  and  to  all  members  of  the  Auxiliary 
Police  who  are  in  training  and  will  assist  during  an  emergency.

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Report  of  the  Director  of 
Veterans’  Services  and  Veterans’  Agent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  past  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one  for  the 
office  of  Veterans’  Services  with  the  addition  of  an  office  in 
the  Recreation  Building,  with  regular  hours  for  Veterans  or 
their  dependents  to  receive  assistance  in  solving  their  many 
problems.  A  part-time  clerk-typist  was  employed  to  assist  in 
completing  the  many  phases  of  office  work  in  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Both  have  proven  to  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  veteran 
and  to  the  taxpayer.  During  the  year  78  veteran  families  have 
been  aided  through  Veterans’  Benefits  under  Chapter  115  of 
the  General  Laws  of  Mass,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Veterans’  Services,  and  the  examination  of  his 
investigators.  The  total  membership  of  these  families  con¬ 
sisted  of  417  persons. 

The  permanent  case  load  of  this  department  is  23,  with 
another  6  cases  receiving  only  medical  benefits.  Not  all  vet¬ 
erans  who  apply  however,  are  assured  of  receiving  assistance. 
Eleven  cases  who  applied  were  denied  due  to  present  income 
in  excess  of  the  budget  allowed.  Five  were  suspended  due  to 
lack  of  cooperation  or  voluntary  idleness. 

During  the  past  year  the  Director  has  been  happy  to  as¬ 
sist  350  Veterans  or  dependents  with  their  problems  relating 
to  filing  applications  for  service  and  non-service  connected 
pensions,  dependancy  allowances,  filing  income  question¬ 
naires,  hospitalization  in  VA  facilities,  inquiries  on  GI  loans 
and  many  other  facets  of  the  Veterans’  Administration  of  the 
U.  S.  Government.  This  office  will  become  more  necessary  as 
time  goes  on  as  the  VA  has  cut  the  office  time  in  Hyannis 
of  their  representative,  Mr.  Ezra  J.  Swift,  to  two  days  a  month 
from  four  in  the  past.  They  are  closing  soon  161  other  contact 
offices.  Many  more  to  come.  The  reason,  they  will  rely  more 
on  the  Local  Director  for  Veterans  Assistance.  This  past  year 
found  us  attending  a  school  in  Boston  for  two  days  in  October 
for  instruction  in  VA  matters. 

Last  October  the  “Mass  65”  program  came  into  effect, 
thus  allowing  our  department  to  take  advantage  of  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Assistance  program  for  Veterans  and  dependents  over  65 
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years  of  age.  With  the  foresight  and  assistance  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  we  were  able  to 
enroll  10  persons  in  the  program  thereby  saving  the  depart¬ 
ment  several  hundred  dollars  before  the  year  ended.  The 
Commonwealth  participated  in  50%  of  this  program,  the  same 
as  other  benefits  approved  and  authorized  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Veterans’  Services  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass. 
This  year  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Town  can  expect 
50%  of  the  total  amount  expended  for  the  entire  year  will  be 
returned  to  its  revenue  plus  the  complete  total  of  monies  it 
may  have  invested  into  properties  of  Veteran’s  parents  of 
which  this  department  now  holds  a  lien  and  there  is  suffi¬ 
cient  value  to  the  property.  Returned  to  revenue  in  cash  by 
Veterans  who  had  received  it  in  temporary  assistance  was 
$979.80. 

This  department  regrets  that  it  had  to  finish  the  year 
with  a  deficit  of  over  $3,000  due  to  the  cut-back  of  the  Finance 
Committee  last  year  of  its  requested  amount  of  $29,500  to 
$25,000.  We  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  complete  the  year  with 
the  amount  appropriated  but  due  to  the  increase  of  hospital 
cases  which  amounted  to  nearly  $14,000,  we  found  this  im¬ 
possible  to  do. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  extended  for  the  splendid  co¬ 
operation  of  the  many  departments  of  the  Town,  local  service 
and  charitable  organizations,  more  especially  to  the  fine  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  and 
to  Mr.  John  Frazier,  Manager  of  the  Massachusetts  Employ¬ 
ment  Security  Office  in  Hyannis.

Librarian’s  Report 


Brooks  Free  Library  has  been  the  recipient  of  a  large 
number  of  gift  books  which  has  added  substantially  this  year 
to  our  holdings.  We  are  always  grateful  for  the  remembrance 
of  our  patrons  when  they  evaluate  their  own  personal 
libraries. 

This  year,  too,  has  seen  the  inovation  of  a  pre-school 
story  hour,  conducted  twice  a  month  by  the  librarian  with 
the  help  and  cooperation  of  members  of  the  Harwich  Junior 
Woman’s  Club.  It  has  indeed  been  a  delight  to  work  with 
our  very  youngest  citizens. 

As  in  previous  years,  monthly  classes  in  library  techni¬ 
ques  have  been  held  for  pupils  of  the  sixth  and  seventh 
grades.  Again,  we  have  been  pleased  to  receive  beautiful  gift 
books  from  the  seventh  grade  as  a  token  of  their  gratitude. 
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Our  horizons  have  been  greatly  broadened  this  year  by 
work  with  the  proposed  Eastern  Regional  Advisory  Council. 
When  this  law  is  fully  implemented,  it  is  the  expectation  that 
each  patron  of  even  the  smallest  library  in  the  region  may 
call  upon  the  total  library  resources  of  the  entire  region  for 
answers  to  his  needs.  The  librarian  of  Brooks  Free  Library 
has  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  both  as  Chairman  of  the 
Cape  and  Islands  Sub-Region,  and  on  the  executive  board  of 
the  Eastern  Regional  Advisory  Council. 

It  is  regretable  that  some  of  our  senior  citizens  of  the 
town  are  unable  to  use  the  many  facilities  offered  by  our 
library.  Each  year  we  are  made  more  aware  of  those  who 
would  like  to  take  out  books,  but  who  cannot  negotiate  our 
stairs.

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Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
and  Tree  Warden  Departments 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

It  is  once  again  my  pleasure  to  submit  my  annual  report 
for  the  forestry  and  moth  department. 

Because  of  the  mild  winter  it  was  possible  to  prune  the 
dead  limbs  from  most  of  our  large  elm  trees.  It  is  in  this  dead 
wood  that  the  bark  beetle,  carrier  of  the  Dutch  Elm  disease, 
lays  its  eggs  and  lives  during  the  winter  months. 

This  disease,  a  serious  threat  to  our  elms,  was  discovered 
in  three  more  of  our  trees  this  year,  this  being  the  same  num¬ 
ber  as  last  year.  It  will  be  a  sad  day  when  the  town  starts  to 
lose  the  large  trees  near  the  Exchange  Building  in  the  center. 
When  I  see  the  many  towns  around  us  losing  a  large  number 
of  Elms  each  year,  I  consider  this  town  very  fortunate. 

There  was  a  small  decrease  in  the  number  of  Tent  Cater¬ 
pillar  and  Japanese  Beetles  this  year  and  I  hope  this  down¬ 
ward  trend  continues. 

There  was  a  heavy  infestation  of  the  gypsy  moth  in  three 
towns  on  the  Cape.  This  infestation  was  so  great  these  towns 
had  to  spray  these  areas  by  airplane.  Again  this  town  has 
been  fortunate.  Such  an  infestation  could  break  out  in  Har¬ 
wich  this  coming  spring. 

Twenty-three  large  trees  were  removed  from  our  road¬ 
sides  and  eight  of  these  were  taken  down  on  Moss  Hill  Road 
at  the  request  of  the  Highway  Surveyor.  Nine  large  dead  Silver 
Poplar  trees  standing  several  years  had  become  rotten  and 
dangerous  and  had  to  be  taken  down.  The  balance  were  dead 
pines. 

Thirty-three  small  trees  were  set  out  along  town  roads 
in  different  parts  of  the  town.  We  set  out  four  tulip  trees  on  a 
trial  basis.  There  are  several  tulip  trees  already  growing  in 
town  and  we  do  not  have  to  spray  them  as  the  leaf  eating  in¬ 
sects  don’t  seem  to  bother  them. 
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We  have  many  tree  stumps  on  the  roadsides  around  town 
that  should  be  removed  this  year.  During  the  past  years  we 
were  lucky  to  get  the  dead  trees  down  because  of  the  small 
appropriation.  But  now  where  we  have  a  Finance  Committee 
that  is  interested  in  the  town  and  our  trees,  I  can  say  for  the 
first  time  that  we  have  nearly  all  of  the  dead  trees  down  and 
the  good  trees  pruned  of  all  dead  limbs. 

In  1956  the  Forestry  Department  set  out  some  Spruce 
trees  in  the  East  Harwich  Cemetery  area  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Nickerson  who  had  charge  of  it  at  the  time.  We  have 
watered  and  fertilized  these  trees  every  year  at  the  town’s 
expense..  They  were  now  beginning  to  show  some  signs  of 
growth.  On  December  18th  someone  cut  off  one  of  the  best 
ones  to  be  used  for  a  Christmas  tree.  I  think  this  man  should 
be  given  an  award  for  being  the  lowest  type  of  thief  for  the 
year.  We  had  another  large  one  cut  off  last  year  but  it  wasn’t 
in  a  cemetery.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Shellfishing  remains  good  in  about  all  of  the  Harwich 
areas.  Seed  shellfish  have  set  a  little  better  than  average 
and  are  making  good  growth. 

Soft-shell  clams  do  not  seem  to  gain  in  number  and  there 
is  not  much  that  can  be  done  about  it  that  would  be  eco¬ 
nomically  feasible.  We  are  still  using  the  plastic  screen  meth¬ 
od  to  catch  the  clam  spat,  and  after  the  spat  is  about  5 
millimeters  in  length  it  is  on  its  own  and  has  a  very  high 
mortality.  In  1963  we  are  going  to  change  the  location 
from  Round  Cove  to  Allen  Harbor,  using  this  same  method 
to  see  if  better  results  can  be  obtained. 

Our  controlled  area  in  Round  Cove,  open  from  November 
to  April  on  Sundays  only,  is  producing  excellent  oysters  and 
quahaugs.  This  year  200  bushels  of  oysters  and  80  bushels 
of  quahaug  seed,  averaging  32  millimeters,  were  planted 
there.  This,  with  last  year’s  holdover,  has  made  good  shell¬ 
fishing,  and  there  have  been  good  harvests  there  almost 
every  Sunday. 

Commercial  fishing  has  been  good  again  this  year  as  the 
statistics  will  show.  Most  of  this  fishing  is  done  in  Herring 
River  and  Pleasant  Bay. 

This  year’s  scallop  crop  did  not  materialize  as  expected, 
but  indications  show  a  good  crop  for  next  year. 

Assistance  from  the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries 
and  their  Biologists,  Jack  Fisk,  has  been  invaluable,  and 
many  thanks  to  them  for  their  help.  Our  experiments,  trans¬ 
planting  and  records  have  been  kept  up  as  usual  with  their 
advice  and  assistance. 


Again  this  year  I  had  the  privilage  of  serving  on  the 
Special  Commission  on  Edible  Shellfish  as  Governor  Volpe’s 
representative.

That  the  1962  Harwich  Town  Meeting  express  its  thanks 
to  the  Town  Conservation  Commission  for  its  consci¬ 
entious  effort  to  preserve  the  natural  beauty  of  the 
Town,  and  that  they  be  requested  to  continue  their 
efforts,  giving  particular  consideration  to  the  possibili- 
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ty  of  Town’s  acquiring,  by  eminent  domain,  those  marsh¬ 
lands  and  wetlands  now  held  by  owners  unknown,  and 
that  they  further  study  possible  procedures  by  which 
the  Town  may  acquire,  at  a  nominal  price,  or  by  out¬ 
right  gift,  such  marshlands  and  wetlands  as  may  be 
available,  and  report  at  the  next  regular  or  special  Town 
Meeting. 

Article  1.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  Town

PERSONNEL  BY-LAW 


Part  I.  APPLICATION  AND  DEFINITIONS 


Section  1.  Application.  All  town  departments  and  all 
regular  full-time  or  regular  part-time  positions  in  the  Town 
service,  other  than  the  School  Committee  and  positions  under 
their  control,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law; 
provided,  however,  that  the  compensation  of  elected  officers 
of  the  Town  shall  be  established  annually  by  vote  of  the  Town 
Meeting,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  Sections  108 
and  108A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws.  Temporary, 
casual,  or  seasonal  employees  shall  not  come  within  the  scope 
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of  this  by-law  unless  employed  continuously  at  full-time  for 
a  period  exceeding  90  days. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  by-law,  the 
words  and  phrases  listed  below  shall  have  the  following 
meanings  unless  a  different  construction  is  clearly  required 
by  the  context  or  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth: — 

(a)  “Civil  Service  Law”,  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  as  amended  and  all  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  made  thereunder,  and  any  special  law  enacted 
by  the  General  Court  regulating  the  classification,  com¬ 
pensation  and  conditions  of  employment  of  officers  and 
employees  of  the  Town  under  Chapter  31; 

(b)  “Class”,  a  group  of  positions  in  the  Town  service  suffi¬ 
ciently  similar  in  respect  to  duties,  responsibilities  and 
authority  thereof  that  the  same  descriptive  title  may  be 
used  to  designate  each  position  allocated  to  the  class, 
that  the  same  requirements  as  to  education,  experience, 
capacity,  proficiency,  knowledge,  ability,  and  other 
qualifications  shall  be  required  of  the  incumbents,  that 
the  same  tests  of  fitness  may  be  used  to  choose  qualified 
employees  and  that  the  same  scale  of  compensation  can 
be  made  to  apply  with  equity; 

(c)  “Continuous  employment”,  employment  uninterrupted 
except  for  required  military  service  and  for  authorized 
vacation  leave,  sick  leave,  bereavement  leave  or  other 
leave  of  absence; 

(d)  “Department”,  any  department,  board,  committee,  com¬ 
mission  or  other  agency  of  the  Town  subject  to  this 
by-law; 

(e)  “Department  Head”,  the  officer,  board  or  other  body 
having  immediate  supervision  and  control  of  a  depart¬ 
ment; 

(f)  “Emergency  employment”,  or  “emergency  appoint¬ 
ment”,  employment  or  appointment  made  for  a  speci¬ 
fied  time  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Personnel 
Board,  to  cover  an  unforseen  emergency; 

(g)  “Emergency  employee”  or  “emergency  appointee”,  an 
employee  or  appointee  retained  on  emergency  employ¬ 
ment  or  emergency  appointment  to  serve  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  calendar  weeks; 

(h)  “Full-time  employment”,  employment  for  not  less  than 
the  regularly  scheduled  hours  a  week  for  fifty-two 
weeks  per  annum,  minus  legal  holidays  and  authorized 
military  leave,  vacation  leave,  sick  leave,  bereavement 
leave  and  other  leave  of  absence; 
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(i)  “Holiday”,  the  Lord’s  Day  and  all  days  on  which  legal 
holidays  are  observed  in  Barnstable  County  pursuant 
to  Section  7  of  Chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth;  provided,  however,  that  the  phrase 
“holiday”  shall  not  include  the  Lord’s  Day  for  purpose 
of  holiday  pay; 

(j)  “Holiday  Pay”,  extra  pay  authorized  pursuant  to  Part 
VII,  Section  9; 

(k)  “Overtime”,  time  in  excess  of  the  normal  number  of 
hours  or  days  of  working  time  in  the  work  week  of  the 
department; 

(l)  “Part-time  employment”,  for  less  than  full-time  em¬ 
ployment,  as  defined  above; 

(m)  “Position”,  an  office  or  place  of  employment  in  the 
Town  service  with  duties  and  responsibilities  calling  for 
the  full-time  or  part-time  employment  of  one  person 
in  the  performance  and  exercise  thereof; 

(n)  “Promotion”,  a  change  from  a  position  of  lower  class 
and  compensation  to  a  position  of  higher  class  and  com¬ 
pensation  and  greater  responsibilities; 

(o)  “Regular  employee”,  an  employee  in  the  Town  service 
filling  a  position  which,  so  far  as  can  be  determined,  is 
an  assignment  of  indefinite  duration; 

(p)  “Town”,  the  Town  of  Harwich; 

(q)  “Veteran”,  a  person  who  is  a  veteran  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  Section  21  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended. 

This  by-law  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  provided  by  law. 

Part  II.  PERSONNEL  BOARD 
Section  1.  Membership 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  an  unpaid  Personnel  Board 
consisting  of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Each  such  member  shall  be  a 
registered  voter  of  the  Town  and  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  three  years. 

(b)  If  any  member  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  resign  or 
otherwise  vacate  his  office  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed,  as  provided 
above,  to  serve  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(c)  No  person  shall  serve  upon  said  Personnel  Board  who  is 
at  the  same  time  an  employee  of  the  Town,  or  who 
holds  an  elective  Town  office  or  who  is  a  member  of 
any  other  permanent  Town  committee,  board  or  com- 
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mission.  However,  nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to 
prohibit  the  Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board  from 
designating  a  member  of  the  Board  to  serve  ex  officio 
as  representative  of  the  Personnel  Board  on  a  study 
committee  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  Officers  and  Proceedings 

(a)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  annually  elect  its  own  Chair¬ 
man  and  Vice-Chairman;  and  in  the  absence  or  in¬ 
capacity  of  the  Chairman,  the  Vice-Chairman  shall  act 
as  Chairman.  The  Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
official  proceedings  and  actions,  may  establish  its  own 
rules  of  procedure  and  may,  subject  to  appropriation 
therefor,  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  it 
shall  determine  in  its  rules,  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness  under  this  by-law.  A  majority  of  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Board  and  the  af¬ 
firmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  said  total  membership 
shall  be  necessary  for  any  official  act  of  the  Board. 

(c)  The  Selectmen  shall  furnish  the  Personnel  Board  with 
such  office  space  as  it  may  require  for  the  performance 
of  its  duties  and  the  storage  of  its  property. 

Section  3.  Assistance  For  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel 
Board  may,  subject  to  appropriation  therefor,  arrange 
for  such  clerical,  technical  and  other  assistance  as  it 
deems  necessary. 

Section  4.  Administrative  Authority  of  Personnel  Board 

(a)  The  Personnel  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  admin¬ 
ister  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  and  it  shall  have  the 
authority  to  decide  conclusively  for  all  parties  con¬ 
cerned  all  questions  relating  to  the  interpretation  and 
application  of  this  by-law. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  may  from  time  to  time  issue, 
amend,  or  revoke  administrative  regulations  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

(c)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  Personnel 
Board  shall  have  access  to  all  facts,  figures,  records  and 
other  information  relating  to  the  personnel  of  Town 
departments  other  than  the  School  Department,  and 
the  same  shall  be  furnished  forthwith  by  any  such  de¬ 
partment  whenever  so  requested  by  the  Personnel 
Board,  in  such  form  as  said  Board  may  require. 
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Section  5.  Annual  Report.  The  Personnel  Board  shall 
file  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  and  recommendations 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  not  later  than  the  31st  day  of 
December  in  each  year. 


Part  III.  PERSONNEL  RECORDS 


Section  1.  Personnel  Records  and  Reports.  A  Personnel 
record  of  all  Town  employees,  including  both  elected  and  ap¬ 
pointed  employees,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Town  Accountant  in 
his  office.  Said  record  shall  contain  all  the  vital  statistics  and 
other  pertinent  data  of  each  and  every  person  employed  by 
the  Town.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Town  officer  and  em¬ 
ployee  to  furnish  to  the  Town  Accountant  forthwith,  upon  his 
request,  all  data  needed  for  the  completion  of  this  record,  and 
such  personnel  records  and  reports  as  the  Personnel  Board 
may  require. 

Each  Department  Head  shall  submit  to  the  Town  Ac¬ 
countant  on  Monday  of  each  week,  in  such  form  as  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board  shall  describe,  a  report  of  all  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  department  absent  from  duty  during  the 
calendar  week  immediately  preceding,  specifying  in  each  case 
whether  the  officer  or  employee  was  absent  on  vacation  leave, 
on  leave  of  absence,  on  occupational  sick  leave,  on  non- 
occupational  sick  leave,  on  breavement  leave,  on  court  leave, 
or  on  military  leave,  or  specifying  the  nature  of  his  absence 
if  it  was  not  for  one  of  the  foregoing  reasons. 

Section  2.  Standardization.  The  Personnel  Board,  in 
consultation  with  other  Town  Officers  and  agencies  con¬ 
cerned,  shall  have  the  authority  to  standardize  the  admin¬ 
istrative  forms  and  records  used  in  Town  personnel  admin¬ 
istration,  other  than  those  whose  format  is  regulated  by 
statute  or  by  state  agencies  supervising  municipal  adminis¬ 
tration. 

Part  IV.  REGULAR  NORMAL  WORKING  SCHEDULES 

The  regular  normal  working  schedules  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  shall  be  as  follows:

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The  regular  normal  working  hours  per  day  and  days  per 
week  shall  be  established  by  the  respective  operating  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen 
or  such  Department  as  may  be  established  by  law. 

Part  V.  EXTRA-DAY  AND  OVERTIME 

(1)  A  regular  full-time  member  of  the  Police  or  Fire  De¬ 
partment  who  performs  an  extra  day’s  work  in  any 
week  shall  be  paid  therefor  an  amount  equal  to  his  regu¬ 
lar  weekly  compensation  (1/52  of  his  annual  rate)  di¬ 
vided  by  the  number  of  days  in  his  normal  working 
weekly  schedule. 

(2)  Hourly  rated  wage-earners  shall  be  paid  for  overtime 
work  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  basic 
hourly  rate. 

(3)  All  other  non-supervisory  employees  may,  in  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Department  Head,  be  given  compensatory  time 
off  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  the  normal  working 
weekly  schedule. 

(4)  Supervisory  employees  shall  be  deemed  to  have  a  con¬ 
tinuing  responsibility  to  serve  the  public  and  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  (1),  (2)  and  (3)  above  shall  not  apply  to  them. 

(5)  Overtime  shall  be  worked  only  when  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Department  Head  and  shall  be  author¬ 
ized  by  him  in  advance. 

Part  VI.  EMPLOYMENTS,  PROMOTIONS  AND  TRANSFERS 

Section  1.  Non-Civii  Service  Personnel.  The  employ¬ 
ment,  promotion  and  transfer  of  the  Town  personnel  not  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  shall  be  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Except  for  emergency  employees  and  when  not  in  con¬ 
flict  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  no  employ¬ 
ment  in  or  transfer  to  a  paid  appointive  position  in  the 
Town  service  not  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  Law  shall 
take  effect  until  the  same  has  been  approved  by  the 
Personnel  Board  as  being  in  compliance  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Classification  and  Compensation 
Plan  and  other  provisions  of  this  by-law;  and  if  such 
employment  or  transfer  is  in  compliance  as  aforesaid, 
the  Personnel  Board  shall  approve  the  same,  and  may 
make  such  approval  retroactive.  In  the  case  of  an 
emergency  declared  by  the  elected  officer  or  Depart¬ 
ment  Head,  the  department  concerned  may,  subject  to 
the  limitations  of  its  appropriation  and  to  such  require¬ 
ments  as  the  Personnel  Board  may  determine,  employ 
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emergency  employees  without  the  requirement  of  prior 
approval  by  said  Board. 

(b)  No  employment  or  promotion  hereunder  shall  become 
effective  until  such  time  as  the  appropriation  or  other 
monies  out  of  which  the  compensation  is  to  be  paid 
shall  be  adequate. 

(c)  No  proposed  promotion  to  a  position  subject  to  this  by¬ 
law  shall  be  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board  until  it 
shall  first  have  been  approved  by  the  elected  officer  or 
elected  Department  Head  having  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  department  in  which  the  employee  is 
employed. 

Section  2.  Personnel  Subject  to  Civil  Service  Law.  No 
person  shall  be  appointed,  transferred,  or  promoted  to  any 
position  in  the  Town  service  which  is  subject  to  the  Civil 
Service  Law  unless  such  appointment,  transfer  or  promotion 
shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  said  law  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  made  thereunder.  The  provisions 
of  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  and  other  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  such  personnel. 

Section  3.  Medical  Examinations  of  Job  Applicants. 

Every  applicant  for  employment  by  the  Town  in  a  position 
coming  under  this  by-law  after  the  effective  date  of  this  by¬ 
law  shall  be  certified  by  a  practicing  physician,  designated 
by  the  Town,  as  to  his  or  her  physical  fitness  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  position  to  which  such  applicant  seeks  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  as  to  any  physical  condition  of  the  applicant  which 
might  adversly  affect  the  insurance  coverage  of  the  Town 
under  Chapter  152  of  the  General  Laws  or  the  group  insur¬ 
ance  coverage  of  other  Town  employees. 

Part  VII.  CLASSIFICATION  AND  COMPENSATION  PLAN 

Section  1.  A  Plan  classifying  positions  in  the  service  of 
the  Town  into  groups  and  classes  doing  substantially  similar 
work  or  having  substantially  equal  responsibility  and  the 
compensation  to  be  paid,  together  with  step-ups  in  pay,  is 
hereby  established,  said  Plan  to  be  known  as  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plan,  or  “Plan”  being  set  forth  in  the  Ap¬ 
pendix  annexed  hereto  and  being  hereby  made  a  part  thereof. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  effective  date  of  this  by¬ 
law,  the  Personnel  Board  may  reclassify  and  reestablish  the 
compensation  of  any  employee  coming  within  its  scope;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  such  reclassification  and  reestablish¬ 
ment  of  compensation  shall  not  make  any  special  adjustment 
of  compensation  mandatory  except  those  required  to  make 
the  pay  conform  to  the  applicable  minimum.  Any  special  ad- 
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justment  made  under  this  provision  shall  take  effect  not 
earlier  than  April  1,  1962. 

Section  2.  The  compensation  to  be  paid  elected  officials 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Section  3.  The  classification  of  appointive  personnel, 
whether  regular  full-time  or  regular  part-time  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Personnel  Board  and  their  compensation  and 
steprate  increases  shall  be  that  specified  in  the  Plan. 

Section  4.  Upon  recommendation  of  a  Department  Head 
supported  by  evidence  in  writing  of  special  reasons  and  ex¬ 
ceptional  circumstances  satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board, 
said  Board  may  authorize  an  entrance  rate  higher  than  the 
minimum  rate  for  the  position  specified  in  the  Plan. 

Section  5.  When  a  person  already  in  the  service  of  the 
Town  is  transferred  to  another  position  having  a  maximum 
rate  lower  than  the  rate  of  compensation  being  received  by 
him  in  his  former  position,  he  shall  enter  the  new  position 
at  the  maximum  rate. 

Section  6.  Every  employee  in  an  appointive  position  for 
which  step  rate  increases  are  provided  under  the  Plan  may  be 
considered  for  an  increase  to  the  first  or  next  higher  step 
rate,  as  the  case  may  be,  within  his  compensation  grade.  Any 
such  increase  shall  be  effective  on  the  first  of  the  month  next 
succeeding  any  anniversary  date  of  his  last  employment  in 
Town  service  provided  not  less  than  twelve  months  service 
has  been  rendered  since  the  date  of  last  employment  or  the 
date  of  his  last  preceding  step  rate  increase,  whichever  is  the 
later,  until  the  maximum  rate  is  reached.  Such  step  rate  in¬ 
creases  shall  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Personnel 
Board  which  shall  consult  with  the  appropriate  Department 
Head  in  respect  of  each  such  rate  increase. 

Section  7.  No  change  in  the  title  of  a  class  of  positions 
shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  compensation  of  incum¬ 
bents  serving  in  positions  allocated  to  the  class  at  the  time  of 
such  change. 

Section  8.  No  employee  incumbent  in  a  Town  position 
subject  to  the  by-law  shall  suffer  a  reduction  of  the  salary  or 
wage  being  received  by  him  at  the  time  of  installation  of  the 
Plan.  If  such  employee  is  receiving  a  salary  or  wage  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  rate  established  for  his  position  by  the  Plan, 
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such  salary  or  wage  shall  become  a  personal  rate  applicable 
only  to  that  employee  and  to  no  other,  and  shall  disappear 
when  such  employee  leaves  the  Town  service  or  transfers  to 
another  position;  and  no  other  employee  subsequently  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  position  so  vacated  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
personal  rate  of  his  predecessor.  Personal  rates  of  employees 
subject  to  this  Section  shall  not  increase,  but  shall  disappear 
when  equalled  or  exceeded  by  the  rate  established  for  the 
position  concerned  by  any  later  amendments  of  the  Plan. 

Section  9.  Holiday  Pay.  Regular  employees  shall  be 
paid  one  day  at  regular  straight-time  pay  for  all  State  legal 
holidays  which  fall  on,  or  are  observed  on,  regular  scheduled 
work  days.  Thus,  if  a  State  legal  holiday  shall  fall  on  a  Sun¬ 
day  but  shall  be  observed  on  the  following  Monday,  it  shall 
be  paid  for.  If  a  holiday  falls  on  a  Saturday  which  is  not  a 
regularly  scheduled  work  day,  it  shall  not  be  paid  for.  In  the 
case  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  whose  personnel  are 
subject  to  duty  seven  days  a  week,  those  employees  perform¬ 
ing  their  official  duties  on  the  holiday  shall  receive  an  extra 
day’s  pay;  provided, 

(a)  that  if  an  employee  assigned  to  work  on  a  legal  holiday 
shall  not  report  for  duty  because  of  illness,  he  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  an  extra  day’s  pay  as  provided  above; 

(b)  that  if  an  employee  working  on  such  legal  holiday  shall 
be  unable  to  complete  a  full  day’s  work  because  of  in¬ 
juries  sustained  by  him  in  line  of  duty  on  such  legal 
holiday,  he  shall  nevertheless  be  entitled  to  the  full 
amount  of  such  extra  day’s  pay; 

(c)  that  if  an  employee  reporting  for  duty  on  a  legal  holi¬ 
day  shall  be  taken  ill  in  the  course  of  the  day’s  work  and 
shall  have  to  be  relieved  of  duty,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
that  portion  of  an  extra  day’s  pay  which  is  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  number  of  hours  that  he  worked  out  of  a  full 
work  day; 

(d)  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  con¬ 
strued  to  authorize  holiday  pay  for  employees  absent  on 
vacation; 

(e)  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to 
Department  Heads;  and 

(f)  that  if  an  employee  shall  work  more  than  one  shift, 
watch  or  tour  of  duty  on  the  same  legal  holiday,  he 
shall  receive  an  extra  day’s  pay  for  the  first  such  shift, 
watch  or  tour  of  duty,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  holi¬ 
day  pay  for  each  subsequent  shift,  watch  or  tour  of 
duty  undertaken  by  him  on  that  same  day. 
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Part  VIII. 

CONTINUING  STUDY  OF  EMPLOYEE’S  PAY,  HOURS 
AND  WORKING  CONDITIONS 

Section  1.  Studies  by  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel 
Board  from  time  to  time,  of  its  own  motion,  shall  review  and 
investigate  the  work  content  and  standard  rates  of  compen¬ 
sation  of  all  positions  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law,  said 
reviews  and  investigations  to  cover  all  such  positions  at  inter¬ 
vals  of  not  more  than  three  years.  The  Personnel  Board  may 
make  such  other  investigations  of  the  conditions  of  employ¬ 
ment  of  such  employees  as  it  deems  necessary  and  proper, 
and  may  investigate  any  complaint  relative  to  such  condi¬ 
tions  as  may  be  filed  with  the  Board  by  any  Department 
Head,  Town  employee  or  other  person  or  organization. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  such  recommendations 
to  the  regular  Annual  Town  Meeting  relative  to  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  this  by-law  as  the  Board  deems  necessary  and  proper, 
but  shall  report  out  no  recommendations  to  a  special  Town 
Meeting  other  than  a  recommendation  authorized  by  Section 
2  of  this  Part  VIII. 

Section  2.  Emergency  Classifications  and  Compensation. 

In  the  case  of  urgent  necessity  the  Personnel  Board,  after 
consultation  with  the  appointing  authority,  may  anticipate 
formal  action  by  the  Town  Meeting  by  establishing  new  clas¬ 
ses  of  positions,  and  compensation  therefor,  subject  to  sub¬ 
sequent  early  ratification  by  the  Town  at  a  Town  Meeting. 

Part.  IX.  VACATION  LEAVE 

Section  1.  Vacation  leave  shall  be  granted  to  regular 
full-time  employees  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 

(a)  In  the  instance  of  employees  who  have  been  employed 
for  less  than  twelve  months  as  of  May  first  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  year,  vacation  leave  of  one  day  shall  be  granted 
with  full  pay  for  each  month  of  employment  provided 
(1)  that  such  vacation  leave  shall  not  exceed  ten  days, 
and  (2)  that  such  vacation  leave  credit  shall  be  calcu¬ 
lated  from  the  first  day  of  employment. 

(b)  Vacation  leave  of  two  calendar  weeks  with  full  pay 
shall  be  granted  to  any  such  employee  who,  as  of  May 
first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  one 
year,  but  less  than  fifteen  years. 

(c)  Vacation  leave  of  three  calendar  weeks  with  full  pay 
shall  be  granted  to  any  such  employee  who,  as  of  May 
first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  fifteen  years 
or  more. 
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(d)  Weekly  vacation  pay  for  full-time  salaried  employees 
is  to  be  calculated  by  dividing  the  number  of  days  in 
the  year  into  the  basic  annual  salary  as  of  the  time 
the  vacation  pay  is  drawn.  Weekly  vacation  pay  for 
full-time  hourly-paid  employees  is  based  on  forty  (40) 
hours  at  the  basic  straight-time  hourly  rate  at  the  time 
the  vacation  pay  is  drawn. 

(e)  The  time  of  granting  vacation  leave  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Department  Head. 

(f)  In  the  event  of  termination  of  employment  for  any  rea¬ 
son  other  than  voluntary  resignation  or  dismissal  for 
cause,  or  by  reason  of  retirement,  of  any  employee  who 
has  been  in  the  continuous  service  of  the  Town  for  at 
least  one  year,  such  employee  shall  be  paid  or  entitled 
to  time  off  with  pay  for  any  portion  of  his  vacation 
which  may  have  accrued  since  the  employee’s  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  vacation.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of 
an  employee,  any  such  accrued  vacation  pay  shall  be 
payable  to  his  estate. 

(g)  Vacations  with  pay  shall  be  taken  in  the  year  in  which 
they  are  due  and  shall  not  accumulate  from  year  to 
year. 

Section  2.  Vacation  Leave  For  Regular  Part-Time  Em¬ 
ployees.  Regular  part-time  employees  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  amount  of  vacation  leave  in  the  ratio  that  their  part- 
time  employment  bears  to  full-time  employment. 

Part  X.  COURT  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  When  To  Be  Granted.  A  court  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence  shall  be  granted  to  any  Town  officer  or  employee  who 

(a)  is  called  to  serve  upon  a  jury,  or 

(b)  is  summoned  to  appear  in  court  as  a  witness,  or 

(c)  shall  request  court  leave  for  the  purpose  of  appearing 
in  court  as  a  defendant  or  litigant.  Such  leave  shall  be 
granted  only  for  the  period  of  such  jury  service  or  for 
the  period  during  which  said  officer  or  employee  is  re¬ 
quired  to  be  in  court;  and  it  shall  in  no  way  affect  the 
employment  rights  of  said  officer  or  employee. 

Section  2.  Status  of  Jury  and  Witness  Fees.  If  the  jury 
or  witness  fees,  exclusive  of  travel  allowances,  received  by  said 
officer  or  employee  for  such  jury  duty  or  for  service  as  a  wit¬ 
ness  in  court  shall  be  less  than  the  regular  rate  of  compen¬ 
sation  received  by  him  from  the  Town,  the  difference  between 
said  fees  and  said  regular  rate  of  compensation  shall  be  paid 
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to  such  officer  or  employee  by  the  Town.  If  the  amount  of 
such  fees  received  by  said  officer  or  employee  shall  exceed  the 
regular  rate  of  compensation  received  by  him  from  the  Town, 
no  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  him  by  the  Town  for  the 
period  of  his  jury  duty  or  witness  duty;  provided,  however, 
that  to  qualify  for  any  payment  by  the  Town  hereunder,  the 
officer  or  employee  aforesaid  must  furnish  the  Town  Accoun¬ 
tant  with  complete  and  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  jury  or 
witness  fees  paid.  As  used  in  this  paragraph,  the  phrase 
“regular  rate  of  compensation’’  shall  mean  the  amount  of 
salary  or  wages  which  the  Town  would  pay  to  such  officer 
or  employee  for  the  hours  of  work  which  he  would  normally 
perform  during  the  calendar  time  period  otherwise  consumed 
by  his  jury  or  witness  service. 

Section  3.  Private  Court  Appearances.  When  court  leave 
is  granted  to  an  officer  or  employee  to  appear  in  court  as  a 
defendant  or  litigant,  it  shall  be  granted  without  pay;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  said  officer  or  employee  may  substi¬ 
tute  one  day  of  court  leave  with  pay  for  one  day  of  vacation 
leave  with  pay,  not  to  exceed  in  number  the  total  number  of 
days  of  vacation  leave  with  pay  due  to  said  officer  or  employee 
during  the  year  in  which  such  court  leave  with  pay  is  granted. 

Part  XI.  MILITARY  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 

(1)  Employees  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law 
with  a  minimum  of  six  consecutive  months  employment  with 
the  Town  who  serve  in  the  State  or  Federal  military  training 
forces  under  orders  shall  be  allowed  full  pay  for  not  more 
than  two  calendar  weeks  and  shall  be  granted  a  military  leave 
of  absence  without  pay  for  the  period  of  their  required  service 
with  said  forces  in  excess  thereof. 

(2)  Military  leave  of  absence  with  pay  shall  be  granted  to 
employees  of  the  Town  on  occasion  of  their  appearance  before 
local  draft  boards  or  draft  appeal  boards,  or  for  physical  ex¬ 
aminations  ordered  by  said  boards,  but  no  such  leave  shall  be 
granted  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  day  without  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Department  Head.  Such  leave  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  military  leave  of  absence. 

(3)  A  military  leave  of  absence  without  pay  shall  be 
granted  to  any  Town  officer  or  employee  called  to  active  duty 
with  the  State  or  Federal  armed  forces  for  purposes  other  than 
the  routine  annual  tour  of  duty  for  training  purposes. 

(4)  As  used  herein,  the  phrases  “military  training  forces” 
or  “armed  forces”  shall  mean  the  United  States  Air  Force,  the 
United  States  Army,  the  United  States  Navy,  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps,  the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  the 
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Massachusetts  National  Guard,  the  Massachusetts  Air  Na¬ 
tional  Guard,  the  Massachusetts  State  Guard,  and  any  and 
all  components  thereof. 

Part  XII.  SICK  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 
Section  1.  Occupational  Sick  Leave 

(a)  Each  employee  subject  to  Chapter  152  of  the  General 
Laws  pertaining  to  workmen’s  compensation  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  Chapter. 

(b)  Each  employee  not  covered  by  said  Chapter  152,  includ¬ 
ing  firemen  and  policemen,  who  sustains  injury  or  ill¬ 
ness  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment 
in  the  Town  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his  full 
pay  for  the  period  of  his  incapacity.  If  such  period  ex¬ 
ceeds  thirty  days,  continued  payment  beyond  such 
period  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Personnel 
Board,  which  may  require  periodic  written  medical  tes¬ 
timony  supporting  the  claim  of  continued  incapacity 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  its  approval. 

Section  2.  Non-Occupational  Sick  Leave.  The  granting 
of  non-occupational  sick  leave  and  the  payment  of  compen¬ 
sation  to  persons  on  non-occupational  sick  leave  due  to  total 
disability  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 

(a)  The  Department  Head  shall  investigate  and  ascertain 
the  validity  of  any  request  for  non-occupational  sick 
leave  made  by  an  employee  of  his  department,  and 
shall  approve  the  same  if  he  is  satisfied  as  to  the  valid¬ 
ity  of  such  request.  A  physician’s  certificate  may  be  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Department  Head  in  any  case  of  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  claimed  hereunder  if  such  leave 
is  of  less  than  fifteen  calendar  days  duration.  If  such 
leave  exceeds  fifteen  calendar  days  duration,  such  cer¬ 
tificate  may  be  required  by  either  the  Department  Head 
or  the  Personnel  Board. 

(b)  Non-occupational  sick  leave  without  pay  may  be  gran¬ 
ted  to  any  employee  not  coming  within  the  scope  of  this 
by-law,  but  no  such  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  with  pay. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  regular  full-time  employees,  no  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  be  granted  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  three  months  of  employment,  but  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  without  pay  may  be  granted. 

(d)  A  regular  full-time  employee  who  has  been  employed 
by  the  Town  for  more  than  three  months  but  less  than 
one  year  may  be  granted  non-occupational  sick  leave 
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with  full  pay  for  one  calendar  week.  Such  employees 
who  have  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  one 
year  but  not  more  than  two  years  may  be  granted  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  with  full  pay  for  two  calendar 
weeks.  Such  employees  who  have  been  employed  by  the 
Town  for  more  than  two  years  may  be  granted  an  addi¬ 
tional  three  calendar  days  of  non-occupational  sick 
leave  with  full  pay  for  each  successive  full  year  of  em¬ 
ployment. 

(e)  In  the  instance  of  any  regular  part-time  employee,  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  payments  to  such  employee 
hereunder  shall  be  on  the  same  basis  as  is  provided  in 
paragraphs  (c)  and  (d)  above,  but  shall  be  prorated 
according  to  the  number  of  hours  or  days  of  work  per 
full-time  week  which  such  employee  is  normally  re¬ 
quired  to  perform.  No  payment  shall  be  made  on  a 
claim  under  this  paragraph  until  the  basis  of  payment 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board. 

(f)  Successive  periods  of  total  disability  for  which  sick 
leave  with  pay  is  payable  shall  be  added  together  in 
determining  whether  an  employee  has  received  sick 
leave  pay  for  the  maximum  period  to  which  he  is  en¬ 
titled  under  the  above  schedule.  However,  an  employee 
shall  requalify  for  the  maximum  period  of  benefits  to 
which  his  credited  service  entities  him  under  the 
schedule  after  he  shall  have  worked  for  whichever  of 
the  following  periods  is  first  completed: 

(i)  a  total  of  26  weeks  since  his  last  period  of  total  dis¬ 
ability  due  to  non-occupational  sick  leave,  or 

(ii)  a  total  of  26  weeks  since  his  last  period  of  total  dis¬ 
ability  during  which  his  maximum  period  of  sick 
leave  with  pay  expired. 

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  Section  2  shall 
operate  to  reduce  the  period  of  non-occupational  sick 
leave  pay  to  which  an  employee  may  be  entitled  if  such 
employee  was  in  the  Town  service  on  the  date  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law 
until  such  an  employee  has  exhausted  such  greater 
leave. 

(g)  Non-occupational  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  not  be 
granted  if  the  Personnel  Board  determines  that  the 
total  disability  is  due  to  over-indulgence  in  alcohol  or 
narcotics  or  to  the  employee’s  own  misconduct. 

(h)  Any  dispute  as  to  the  eligibility  of  an  employee  to  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  payments  hereunder  or  as  to 
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the  amount  of  such  payments  may  be  taken  to  the 
Personnel  Board  by  the  employee  concerned,  by  the  em¬ 
ploying  authority  or  by  the  Town  Accountant,  and  the 
decision  of  the  Personnel  Board  as  to  such  dispute  shall 
be  final. 

Part.  XIII.  MISCELLANEOUS  LEAVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  Bereavement  Leave.  Bereavement  leave  with¬ 
out  loss  of  pay,  not  to  exceed  three  days  as  the  Department 
Head  may  determine,  may  be  granted  by  him  to  any  officer 
or  employee  of  the  department  on  account  of  a  death  in  the 
immediate  family  of  such  officer  or  employee. 

Section  2.  Leave  Without  Pay.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  by-law,  all  leaves  of  absence  shall  be  without 
compensation  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department  Head,  but  in  no  event  shall  a  leave  of  absence 
be  granted  with  or  without  pay  for  the  purpose  of  seeking,  or 
trying  out,  another  job. 

Part  XIV.  RIGHT  OF  APPEAL 

All  employees  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law 
shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board  from 
decisions  made  by  Department  Heads  on  matters  covered  by 
this  by-law  and  the  decision  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall 
be  final. 


Part  XV.  AMENDMENTS  AND  SEVERANCE 

Section  1.  Amendments.  It  shall  be  Town  policy  to 
amend  this  by-law  only  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  unless 
amendment  at  an  earlier  time  shall  be  made  clearly  imper¬ 
ative  by  a  specific  provision  of  State  Law.  This  by-law  shall 
not  be  amended  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  except  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  said  Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  Severance  Clause.  The  provisions  of  this  by¬ 
law  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable,  and  if  any  such  pro¬ 
vision  or  the  application  of  any  such  provision  to  any  person 
or  circumstances  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid,  illegal  or  un¬ 
constitutional,  such  invalidity,  illegality  or  unconstitutional¬ 
ity  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  validity,  legality  or 
constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  the 
application  of  said  by-law  to  persons  or  circumstances  other 
than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held  invalid,  illegal  or  uncon¬ 
stitutional.

Proposed  Amendment  To  The  Constitution 


^Question  No.  1 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to 
the  constitution  summarized  below  which  was  approved  by 
the  General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  May  13,  1959,  received  143  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
118  in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  March  29,  1961,  received  144  votes  in  the  affirmative 
and  121  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  imposes  no  new  taxes  but 
gives  the  General  Court  the  power  to  pass  an  income  tax  at 
graduated  or  proportioned  rates  and  is  a  change  in  the  con¬ 
stitutional  limitations  now  in  effect  on  the  power  of  the 
General  Court  to  pass  tax  measures.  The  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  would  add  a  new  Article  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  by  which  full  power  and  authority  is  granted 
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to  the  General  Court,  in  the  alternative  to  the  power  and 
authority  to  tax  incomes  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article 
XLIV  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  to  impose  a 
tax  in  incomes  at  rates  which  are  proportioned  or  graduated 
according  to  the.  amount  of  income  received,  irrespective  of 
the  source  from  which  it  may  be  derived,  and  to  grant  rea¬ 
sonable  exemptions,  deductions  and  abatements.  It  further 
provides  that  any  property  the  income  of  which  is  taxed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  Article  may  be  ex¬ 
empted  from  the  imposition  and  levying  of  proportional  and 
reasonable  assessments,  rates  and  taxes  as  at  present  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  Article  shall  not 
be  constructed  to  limit  the  power  of  the  General  Court  to 
impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises.

SUMMARY 

This  act  increases  the  compensation  each  member  of 
the  General  Court  shall  receive  for  each  regular  annual 
session  from  fifty-two  hundred  dollars  to  sixty-seven  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  and  increases  the  additional  compensation  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  shall  receive  from  fifty-two  hundred  dollars  to 
sixty-seven  hundred  dollars.  The  act  also  increases  the  ad¬ 
ditional  compensation  the  floor  leaders  of  the  major  poli¬

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Moderator  asked  them  to  please  refrain  from  voting.  The 
warrant  was  read  by  Town  Clerk,  Leslie  V.  Nickerson.  The 
Moderator  announced  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  a 
count  of  the  voters  present  as  it  was  obvious  to  all  that  there 
was  more  than  a  quorum.  The  meeting  was  opened.  Later  in 
the  meeting  the  Moderator  asked  any  non-voters  in  the  hall 
to  leave  as  there  were  voters  standing  in  the  halls.  This  was 
done.  After  the  discussion,  the  Moderator  explained  the  vot¬ 
ing  procedure,  and  explained  it  was  necessary  to  vote  on  this 
article  (Article  3)  by  secret  ballot  according  to  the  Town 
By-Laws.  The  Board  of  Registrars  being  present,  they  checked 
each  person  intending  to  vote,  being  sure  that  they  were  on 
the  voting  list  and  that  they  were  a  registered  voter.  The  vot¬ 
ing  followed  in  an  orderly  fashion.  After  all  had  voted,  the 
votes  were  counted  by  Selectmen  Hall,  Rockwood  and  Weekes.

The  Chair  entertained  a  motion  to  adjourn,  and  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  was  adjourned  at  11  P.M.

Following  the  January  24th  special  Town  Meeting,  when 
it  was  voted  to  build  a  new  Junior  Senior  High  School,  as 
outlined  in  a  brochure,  and  estimated  to  cost  $1,500,000,  the 
committee  authorized  the  architects  to  proceed  with  working 
plans  and  specifications.  This  was  done,  and  on  June  8th 
general  contract  bids  were  opened.  The  low  bidder  for  the 
general  construction  was  Westcott  Construction  Company, 
whose  bid  was  $1,210,195.00,  which  was  10%  higher  than 
anticipated. 

Since  the  committee  felt  that  the  school  planned  and  de¬ 
signed  was  one  that  would  take  care  of  both  the  school  en¬ 
rollment  and  the  town  needs  for  a  community  meeting  place, 
that  no  part  of  the  building  or  equipment  should  be  elimin¬ 
ated,  and,  therefore,  on  June  29th  at  a  special  town  meeting 
asked  $150,000  to  complete  this  project  in  its  proposed  plan. 

The  bonds  for  the  school  project  had  been  sold  so  ad¬ 
vantageously  that  a  savings  of  some  $210,000  had  been  real¬ 
ized,  and  had  this  $150,000  been  voted,  the  net  cost  of  the 
school  would  have  been  less  than  was  originally  voted.  How¬ 
ever,  the  request  for  this  additional  sum  was  voted  down  by 
5  votes. 

After  serious  consideration,  the  committee  unanimously 
voted  to  go  ahead  with  the  general  construction  of  the  school, 
and  to  partially  equip,  and  do  a  minimum  of  site  develop¬ 
ment.  Since  the  school  has  been  urgently  needed  for  sev¬ 
eral  years,  we  could  not  hold  up  any  longer  the  starting  of 
this  project. 

The  architectural  firm  interviewed  six  applicants  for 
clerk  of  the  works,  and  the  committee  interviewed  two  of 
these  men,  and  voted  to  hire  Mr.  William  Kettner  of  Hyannis 
who  had  had  considerable  experience  on  public  buildings, 
the  most  recent  of  which  was  the  addition  to  the  County  Jail 
at  Barnstable. 

Work  has  been  progressing  at  a  good  rate  of  speed  on 
the  buildings,  and  we  now  look  forward  to  occupying  the 
new  school  in  January  of  1964. 
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An  article  has  been  prepared,  and  approved  by  bond 
counsel  for  the  annual  town  meeting  to  see  if  the  town  will 
appropriate  the  additional  sum  of  money  needed  to  fully 
equip  and  complete  site  development  on  the  project.  We  will 
have  advertised  for  bids  prior  to  town  meeting,  and,  there¬ 
fore,  should  have  accurate  amount  of  money  needed. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  if  this  sum  is  voted  while 
the  building  is  in  progress  the  State  will  reimburse  the  town 
30%  of  the  amount,  but  if  the  town  does  not  complete  the 
project  at  this  time  it  will  have  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the 
project.  It  would,  therefore,  seem  to  the  committee  to  be 
good  business  to  save  the  town  approximately  $50,000.00. 

The  committee  is  most  grateful  to  the  townspeople,  fi¬ 
nance  committee,  selectmen,  and  town  inspectors  for  their 
cooperation  during  this  busy  year,  and  our  sincere  hope  is 
that  our  next  annual  report  will  announce  the  completion  of 
this  project.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  hereby  submitted 
by  its  Chairman  for  the  year  1963: 

The  foremost  concern  of  your  Committee  has  been  to 
promote  and  maintain  a  high  quality  of  professional  interest 
and  cooperation  among  school  personnel.  It  is  our  wish  and 
concern  that  our  salary  schedule  look  well  in  the  competitive 
teachers’  market  and  yet  be  justifiable  from  the  stand-point 
of  the  ability  of  the  community  to  pay. 

Often  our  hands  are  forced  to  make  pay  increases  beyond 
the  normal  annual  increments  because  of  legislation  meas¬ 
ures  demanding  it.  Such  is  the  case  for  1963. 

Our  report  last  year,  with  reference  to  salaries,  stated 
“the  town  is  still  in  a  respectable  position  salary-wise  .  . 
This  is  no  longer  so.  The  new  State  law  establishing  a  $4500.00 
minimum  salary  effective  January  1st,  compels  the  local  com¬ 
mittee  to  conform.  Here  is  the  distressing  matter  of  passing 
legislation  calling  for  salary  increases  without  providing  the 
means  to  make  such  increases  possible.  However,  your  com¬ 
mittee  has  no  choice  in  the  matter  other  than  to  conform. 

This  has  been  an  eventful  year  in  that,  after  much 
thought  and  study  and  months  of  planning — ground  was 
broken  for  the  new  Junior-Senior  High  School,  campus  style 
in  architecture.  We  believe  that  the  new  school  will  be  both 
functional  and  attractive  without  having  so-called  “frills” 
which  make  no  contribution  to  the  educational  process.  The 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  of  the  School 
Building  Committee  will  speak  of  this  in  greater  detail.  We 
eagerly  await  the  time  for  occupancy. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  present  buildings  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  annual  concern.  Repairs  this  past  year  were  almost 
wholly  confined  to  waterproofing  the  brick,  repair  of  flash¬ 
ings,  waterproofing  of  glass  block,  and  breaking  out  and  re¬ 
placing  concrete  window  wells  and  stairways  to  basement  on 
the  original  Elementary  School. 
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Considerable  repairs  must  be  made  on  the  new  addition 
to  the  Elementary  School  built  in  1955.  Only  part  of  this 
can  be  done  in  1963  because  of  the  total  costs. 

This  year  we  began  exploratory  measures  in  the  areas 
of  developmental  reading  and  corrective  speech.  Already  this 
effort  is  proving  very  beneficial  to  those  children  requiring 
and  deserving  such  professional  assistance. 

Much  more  could  be  said  about  the  work  of  your  School 
Committee  in  its  attempt  to  improve  upon  a  good  school  sys¬ 
tem.  The  more  complete  report  of  the  Superintendent  and 
Administrators  will  bear  upon  this. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  extend  to  the  employees  of  the 
School  Department,  the  teaching  personnel,  and  administra¬ 
tive  force,  and  especially  to  my  colleagues  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  cooperation  this  last 
year.  My  praise  is  also  extended  to  the  parents  of  our  chil¬ 
dren  as  well  as  to  all  of  our  taxpayers  for  their  sympathetic 
understanding  and  good  will.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

During  the  past  five  years  we  have  been  most  fortunate 
in  our  teaching  staff.  In  a  period  when  procurement  has  been 
most  difficult  we  have  been  extremely  lucky  both  in  having 
few  vacancies  and  in  finding,  in  almost  every  such  instance, 
a  competent  person  to  fill  the  position.  Harwich  High  School 
has  lost  only  one  teacher  during  this  period  and  this  due  to 
retirement.  One  has  left  Brooks  Academy  to  enter  business. 
There  are  approximately  fifty  persons  on  the  staff.  Thus  the 
loss  of  eight  persons  during  a  five  year  period  is  remarkably 
low,  only  three  and  two  tenths  per  cent  each  year.  Yet  the 
situation  in  regard  to  finding  teachers  is  as  grave  as  ever; 
that  is,  properly  trained  persons  of  ability.  To  secure  compe¬ 
tent  instructors  in  mathematics,  foreign  languages,  natural 
science,  household  arts,  industrial  arts,  and  other  fields  is 
a  most  difficult  task.  We  are  happy  that  we  have  a  strong, 
experienced  teaching  staff. 

The  1963  school  budget  shows  an  increase  of  only  seven 
per  cent.  It  provides  for  four  additional  teachers,  one  in  the 
Elementary  School  and  three  in  the  High  School.  The  only 
provision  made  in  the  budget  for  the  NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL 
is  the  teachers  mentioned  above.  It  is  not  expected  that  fuel, 
electricity,  maintenance  and  other  plant  expenses  will  be  a 
budget  factor  in  1963  as  far  as  the  new  school  is  concerned. 
The  School  Committee  has  made  every  effort  humanly  pos¬ 
sible  to  keep  the  budget  down  during  this  first  year  of  “im¬ 
pact”. 

It  is  expected  that  our  new  five-building  secondary 
school,  housing  grades  seven  through  twelve,  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  during  the  December  vacation  in  1963.  The 
schedule  calls  for  its  completion  during  the  latter  part  of 
November. 

The  Building  Committee  is  requesting  funds  at  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting  in  March  for  furnishings  for  the  ultimate 
enrollment  of  five  hundred  and  for  site  development.  We 
were  keenly  disappointed  when  bids  came  in  in  June,  $150,000. 
higher  than  estimated.  Advance  in  building  costs,  addition 
of  space  due  to  suggestions  of  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission  and  local  officials,  the  high  index  of  building 
activity  (April  1962  showed  the  highest  in  the  history  of  New 
England  except  1946),  and  perhaps  just  plain  underestimating

were  the  causes.  The  funds  requested  in  March  will  be  based 
on  bids  instead  of  estimates. 

The  town  is  faced  with  two  alternatives:  to  appropriate 
funds  now  to  complete  the  job,  in  which  case  the  State  will 
share  in  the  cost  to  the  extent  of  thirty  per  cent,  or  face  an 
annual  appropriation  for  the  next  ten”  years  to  which  the 
State  will  contribute  nothing.  I  feel  strongly  that  now  is  the 
ame,  at  present  prices,  with  the  contractor  still  on  the  ioD 
to  complete  the  project  in  full. 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  by  all  taxpayers  that  in  this 
plant  we  are  not  merely  getting  one  school — we  are  accom¬ 
plishing  five  things.  They  are: 

1.  securing  a  new,  modern,  senior  high  school. 

2.  securing  a  new,  modern,  junior  high  school. 

3.  providing  elementary  school  expansion  for  years  to 

come. 

4.  securing  a  sorely  needed  town  auditorium. 

5.  eliminating  the  obsolete  Brooks  Academy  Building. 
Truly,  this  is  a  package  deal.  At  one  time,  at  one  price,  we 
solve  all  of  the  school  plant  expansion  problems  of  the  town 
for  years  to  come. 

I  am  personally  (and  I  know  I  speak  for  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  too)  looking  forward  with  great  anticipation  to  hav¬ 
ing  for  the  Harwich  school  children  the  first  campus  type 
public  high  school  in  Massachusetts,  and  the  first  of  Cape 
Cod  architecture  on  this  peninsula.  I  feel  sure  the  people  of 
this  town  will  take  great  pride  and  joy  in  this  plant  once 
they  see  it  in  reality,  if  the  job  is  fully  done. 

Appended  to  this  report  and  the  most  important  part  of 
it  are  the  reports  of  special  teachers,  supervisors,  principals, 
guidance  director,  health  staff  and  other  workers.  They 
treat  in  detail  our  work  and  progress  in,  administration,  mu¬ 
sic,  art,  speech,  developmental  reading,  summer  school,  ele¬ 
mentary  supervision,  adult  evening  classes,  health  services, 
guidance,  attendance,  census,  and  enrollment.  They  give  a 
quick  summary  of  what  the  School  Committee  is  doing  for 

and  with  the  pupils  of  the  community.

Each  year  we  add  to  the  services  given  to  the  children. 
We  expand  the  curriculum  annually.  During  1962  the  work 
in  clinical  speech  and  developmental  reading  were  initiated. 
This  year  marked  our  first  summer  school,  expansion  of 
which  is  planned  for  1963.  In  spite  of  these  and  other  things 
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many  pupils  are  still  not  being  fully  reached.  Our  drop-out 
list  is  a  long  one — especially  boys.  We  hope  and  believe  that 
the  New  High  School  and  resulting  changes  at  the  lower  levels 
will  go  far  to  correcting  this  situation.  There  will  be  added 
expense.  Yet,  no  matter  how  much  we  spend,  no  matter  how 
much  we  do,  it  never  seems  to  be  enough.  Our  work  is  vital. 
The  obstacles  are  and  always  will  be  mountainous.  The  re¬ 
wards  are  tremendous. 

The  words  of  New  England’s  own  great  Webster  ring  in 
our  ears.  Said  he,  “if  we  work  upon  marble,  it  will  perish,  if 
we  work  upon  brass,  time  will  efface  it,  if  we  rear  temples, 
they  will  crumble  into  dust,  but  if  we  work  upon  mortal  souls, 
if  we  imbue  them  with  principles,  with  the  just  fear  of  God 
and  the  love  of  fellow  men,  we  engrave  on  those  tablets  some¬ 
thing  which  will  brighten  all  eternity”. 

Let  us  look  forward  to  the  new  year  and  its  many  prob¬ 
lems  with  full  confidence  and  anticipation  that  it  will  be  a 
truly  great  year  for  Harwich  and  its  children.

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Report  of  the 

Principal  of  the  High  School 


Since  the  time  that  we  have  been  sure  of  a  new  plant, 
we  have  planned  for  an  extensive  reorganization  of  our  cur¬ 
riculum.  This  reorganization,  however,  is  impossible  until 
we  have  more  space.  Furthermore,  we  cannot  completely 
realize  our  plans  until  the  student  population  has  more  nearly 
reached  a  maximum. 

For  these  reasons  we  find  it  impossible  as  well  as  im¬ 
practical  to  attempt  any  very  significant  changes  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time. 

A  typical  problem  which  has  arisen  recently  because  of 
our  anticipation  of  the  use  of  a  new  plant  soon  is  that  of  an 
evaluation  of  our  high  school. 

An  evaluating  committee  sponsored  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  would  nor¬ 
mally  evaluate  our  high  school  within  the  next  year.  How¬ 
ever,  it  seems  unwise  to  undertake  this  evaluation  under  pres¬ 
ent  circumstances  for  as  soon  as  we  move  into  our  new  plant, 
an  evaluation  would  be  concerned  with  a  completely  differ¬ 
ent  situation. 

We  have  been  advised  by  an  officer  of  the  Association  to 
wait  until  we  have  been  in  our  new  plant  for  about  a  year 
before  attempting  an  evaluation. 

Although  many  changes  we  might  desire  to  make  in  our 
present  situation  would  be  impossible  because  of  lack  of 
room  or  facilities,  we  did  drop  solid  geometry  and  trigonom¬ 
etry  in  favor  of  an  advanced  mathematics  course.  This  is  in 
keeping  with  the  recent  trend  to  give  pre-college  training  in 
advanced  algebra,  trigonometry,  analytic  geometry  and  in¬ 
troductory  calculus. 

We  are  pleased  to  offer  developmental  and  corrective 
reading  by  Mrs.  Jane  Alcock.  Students  who  are  well  below  the 
proper  grade  level  they  should  attain  in  reading  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  develop,  under  expert  supervision,  this 
fundamental  tool  of  learning.  We  have  some  students  taking 
this  work  who  are  reading  up  to  their  grade  level  but  who 
are  capable  of  doing  better  than  this. 
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We  are  looking  forward  with  pleasant  anticipation  to  oc¬ 
cupying  the  new  school  plant  so  that  we  may  better  meet  the 
needs  of  our  students.  Meanwhile,  we  are  doing  as  well  as 
we  can  in  a  badly  crowded  building  with  sadly  inadequate 
facilities. 

Again,  I  have  enjoyed  a  year  of  cooperation  with  the 
school  committee,  and  of  regard  for  members  of  the  high 
school  faculty.

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PRINCIPAL  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Five  hundred  seventy-five  children,  twenty-one  teachers, 
nine  special  subject  teachers,  one  elementary  supervisor, 
three  custodians,  four  cafeteria  workers,  one  school  clerk, 
one  school  nurse,  seven  school  bus  drivers,  and  last  and,  I 
hope,  not  least,  one  school  principal — this  is  a  statistical  sum¬ 
mary  of  your  Harwich  Elementary  School  as  I  submit  my 
ninth  annual  report. 

When  I  arrived  in  Harwich  in  the  late  summer  of  1954, 
the  town  was  in  the  process  of  building  an  addition  to  a  rela¬ 
tively  new  elementary  school  constructed  to  accommodate 
the  needs  of  the  town  a  scant  six  years  earlier.  How  our  town 
has  grown  since  then.  How  the  offerings  of  the  school  have 
increased  since  then. 

Our  music  program  is  second  to  none  on  the  Cape  and 
I  daresay  in  the  state. 

Our  art  program  is  constantly  growing  in  the  encourage¬ 
ment  and  fostering  of  creativity  in  our  children. 

Our  penmanship  program  is  constantly  striving  to  im¬ 
prove  an  already  fine  record  of  good  handwriting. 

The  regular  school  science  program  is  being  enhanced  in 
certain  areas  by  the  special  instructor  provided  by  the 
Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  and  by  the  planning  for  our 
science  fairs. 

The  school  physical  education  program  is  planned  to¬ 
ward  the  goal  of  physically  fit  youth. 

Children  needing  additional  help  in  the  reading  skills 
are  profiting  greatly  from  our  newly  instituted  developmental 
reading  program. 

New  speech  improvement  classes  are  encouraging  those 
with  problems  of  this  nature  to  work  toward  correcting  them. 
These  classes  are  offering  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  the 
children  of  Harwich. 

The  cafeteria  personnel  are  constantly  trying  to  improve 
the  tasty,  wholesome  offerings  of  the  school  lunch  program. 

The  physical  plant  is  being  maintained  by  the  custodial 
staff  to  the  point  of  being  envied  by  visiting  school  people. 

The  school  bus  drivers  and  contractors,  by  their  pleasant 
and  understanding  manner,  make  the  journeys  to  and  from 
school  happy  experiences. 
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The  health  program  under  the  supervision  of  the  school 
nurse,  dentists,  and  doctors  is  a  superior  one. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  elementary  supervisor  and 
school  principal,  a  check  is  maintained  of  teaching  methods, 
curriculum  innovations,  and  pedogogical  techniques.  The 
purpose  is  to  upgrade  the  teaching  program  wherever  and 
whenever  possible. 

A  staff  of  conscientious  and  dedicated  teachers  and  su¬ 
pervisors,  sincerely  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  children, 
work  each  day  to  give  of  themselves,  their  training,  and  their 
experience  to  make  the  total  academic  program  one  of  which 
we  can  all  be  proud. 

A  friend  of  all  the  pupils,  a  good  listener,  a  part-time 
mother,  a  sometime  nurse — the  school  secretary  is  an  in¬ 
dispensable  cog  in  the  wheels  of  a  complex  operation. 

I — we  at  the  school — are  always  indebted  to  an  enlight¬ 
ened  school  committee,  an  understanding  superintendent, 
and  an  interested,  informed  populace  for  whatever  we  are 
and  hope  to  be.

DIRECTOR  OF  GUIDANCE 

Thirty-three  students  were  graduated  from  Harwich 
High  School  in  June  1962.  Twelve  graduates  are  enrolled  in 
four-year  colleges  and  universities,  five  are  attending  two- 
year  schools,  two  are  seeking  nursing  careers,  three  are  pur¬ 
suing  education  or  training  in  vocational  schools,  three  are 
married,  one  has  entered  the  Army  and  seven  are  working. 

Our  young  people  continue  to  be  enrolled  in  top  ranking 
educational  institutions  with  1962  graduates  representing 
Harwich  as  follows:  Boston  Museum  School  of  Fine  Arts, 
Boston  University,  Bridgewater  State  College,  University  of 
Connecticut,  Emporia  College,  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Northeastern  University,  Simmons  College,  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi,  Cape  Cod  Community  College,  Fisher 
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Junior  College,  Leland  Powers  School  of  Television  and  Thea¬ 
tre,  St.  Petersburg  Junior  College,  John  Robert  Powers  Fin¬ 
ishing  School,  Mansfield  Beauty  Academy,  McLean  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  Shepard-Gill  Hospital  School  of  Practical 
Nursing  and  Vesper  George  School  of  Art.  It  is  important  to 
note  here  that  scholarships  from  the  recently  formed  Citi¬ 
zen’s  Scholarship  Foundation  of  Harwich  and  other  local 
organizations  have  made  it  possible  for  some  young  people 
to  attend  these  schools.  The  townspeople  are  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  for  their  worthwhile  and  necessary  efforts. 

One  of  the  most  vital  concerns  in  the  make-up  of  the 
total  educational  picture  is  that  of  planning  and  implement¬ 
ing  a  sound  testing  program.  Such  a  program  should  meet  the 
following  criteria: 

1.  It  must  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  school  in  terms  of 
providing  maximum  information  about  every  student’s  apti¬ 
tude  potential,  achievement  level  and  interest  pattern. 

2.  It  must  be  justified  economically  in  terms  of  financ¬ 
ing  the  cost  of  purchasing  and  scoring  materials  and  in  terms 
of  utilizing  a  minimum  of  time  to  administer,  score,  interpret 
and  disseminate  test  data  that  will  yield  maximum  results. 

In  an  effort  to  meet  the  above  criteria,  the  following 
standardized  testing  program  has  been  approved  and  is  cur¬ 
rently  in  effect:

We  have  been  concerned  especially  with  the  undei- 
achieving  pupils — those  who  do  not  perform  up  to  their 
mental  capacities  as  shown  by  intelligence  testing.  A  lack 
of  drive  in  some  of  our  higher  ability  students  has  been 
a  constant  challenge  to  the  teachers  to  enrich  the  curriculum 
in  order  to  stimulate  these  children.  Dividing  grade  six  into 
three  homogeneous  divisions  by  ability  grouping  has  been 
a  step  toward  this  goal.  In  the  lower  grades  in  addition  to 
individualizing  instruction  by  ability  groupings  within  self- 
contained  classrooms,  we  have  assisted  underachievers  in 
the  following  ways: 

\ 

I.  A  six  week  summer  school  was  initiated  to  hold  classes 
in  the  communicative  arts  and  provide  a  reading  clinic  to 
give  intensive  remedial  instruction  to  55  selected  pupils  of 
the  first  six  grades.  The  chronological  ages  of  these  pupils 
ranged  from  six  years  and  six  months  to  twelve  years  and 
ten  months  and  their  reading  levels  from  non-reader  to 
fourth  grade.  The  teachers  this  Summer  were:  Mrs.  Hilda 
Adams,  primary  grades;  Mrs.  Cora  Chase,  middle  grades, 
and  Mrs.  Maude  Wilkinson,  upper  grades.  Much  improve¬ 
ment  was  shown  by  the  students  in  word  analysis,  phonetic 
development,  speed  and  comprehension  in  reading  as  well  as 
in  study  habits  and  gains  in  self-confidence.  At  the  end  of 
the  session,  the  number  of  students  still  needing  remedial 
help  had  dropped  to  36. 

II.  In  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the  summer  school 
session,  a  remedial  reading  program  was  carried  on  during 
the  regular  school  year.  On  a  part-time  schedule  last 
spring,  Mrs.  Jeanette  Godfrey  gave  help  to  groups  of  stu¬ 
dents  from  grades  one  through  four.  This  Fall  a  full-time 
program  for  all  twelve  grades  was  started  with  Mrs.  Jane 
Alcock  as  teacher.  The  children  of  the  elementary  school 
receive  this  extra  help  three  days  a  week.  At  present  there 
are  in  the  classes:  thirteen  children  from  grade  two,  thirteen 
from  grade  three,  nine  from  grade  four,  eight  from  grade 
five,  and  fourteen  from  grade  six. 
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III.  A  speech  improvement  program  was  started  this 
Fall.  We  are  extremely  fortunate  to  have  hired  Miss  Emily 
Wall  from  the  Boston  School  System  to  set  up  and  carry  on 
this  program.  After  a  careful  screening  of  all  pupils,  she  has 
set  up  classes  to  work  with  68  children  in  the  first  six  grades 
and  the  primary  ungraded  class.  These  groups  meet  twice 
a  week  and  already  the  participants  are  showing  im¬ 
provement.  For  further  details  I  refer  you  to  Miss  Wall’s 
report. 

A  new  mathematics  program  is  being  initiated  at  the 
first  and  second  grade  levels  with  plans  to  extend  the  pro¬ 
gram  vertically  throughout  the  elementary  school  grades 
within  the  next  few  years.  It  is  considered  best  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  this  newest  mathematics  at  the  earliest 
possible  point  in  a  child’s  educational  career  so  that  high 
school  and  college  programs  may  become  strengthened  by 
resting  on  a  firm  foundation. 

Other  provisions  for  the  individualizing  of  our  program 
include  the  home  tutoring  services  for  children  unable  to 
attend  regular  classes  and  the  increased  use  of  the 
Barnstable.  County  Child  Guidance  Clinic  services  for  those 
children  who  have  emotional  blocks  that  interfere  with 
the  normal  learning  processes.  I  am  pleased  at  the  in¬ 
creased  number  of  parent  and  teacher  conferences  I  have 
been  able  to  attend,  which  help  solve  our  students’  problems. 
I  sincerely  hope  this  mutual  interest  in  the  individual  pro¬ 
gress  and  problems  of  children  will  continue  and  strengthen 
our  program.

DIRECTOR  OF  SPEECH  IMPROVEMENT 

We  are  living  in  an  oral-verbal  age  where  radio,  tele¬ 
vision,  talking-movies,  and  telephonic  communications  are 
every-day  experiences  in  the  average  American  life.  Power 
is  in  the  SPOKEN  word.  It  behooves  us,  then,  to  accord  in¬ 
creasing  attention  to  this  medium  of  communication — 
speech. 

In  the  speech  improvement  class  in  Harwich  your 
child  will  learn  to  recognize  and  correct  any  flagrant  speech 
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faults  he  has.  Through  ear  and  eyetraining  he  will  be  able 
to  classify  and  correct  such  errors  as:

1.  Aphasia  (partial) 

2.  Breath  control 

3.  Hesitant  speech 

4.  Hoarseness 

5.  Indistinct  speech 

6.  Infantile  speech 

7.  Lall 

8.  Lateral  emissions 

9.  Lisp 

10.  Monotone 

11.  Nasal  speech 

12.  Oral  inactivity 

13.  Pitch — too  high  or  too  low — (tone  quality) 

14.  Rate — fast 

15.  Rate — slow 

16.  Sound  omissions

One  very  necessary  method  of  correction  is  “ear 
training.”  Here,  the  tape-recorder  is  used  to  help  the  child 
to  discriminate  between  distinct  and  poorly  spoken  words. 
He  learns  to  appreciate  tone  quality,  breath  control,  and 
the  correct  rate  to  best  express  his  ideas.  He  hears  him¬ 
self  speak,  and  learns  to  criticize  his  own  speech  habits. 

Another  method  is  the  “visual”  one,  wherein  the  child 
SEES  the  correct  way  to  use  his  speech  muscles  to  produce 
the  sound  called  for  in  the  words  he  is  saying.  He  sees  him¬ 
self  in  “action”  by  watching  himself  in  the  mirror  as  he 
speaks.  He  learns  to  correctly  evaluate  his  own  speech  along 
with  that  of  the  others  in  his  group. 

He  becomes  familiar  with  his  speech  muscles — their 
location  in  his  body,  and  their  use  in  speaking.  He  gains 
mastery  over  them.  He  learns  the  relationship  of  good 
posture  to  good  speech.  He  gains  in  breath  control,  lip  elastic¬ 
ity,  tongue  agility,  and  tone  placement.  He  learns  to  avoid 
careless  enunciation,  “baby  talk,”  lisping,  lalling,  or  any 
of  the  other  poor  speech  habits  he  may  have  acquired 
through  apeing  of  those  poor  speakers  with  whom  he  has 
come  in  contact. 
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Speech  disorders  should  be  taken  care  of  at  as  early  an 
age  as  possible.  Waiting  increases  the  seriousness  of  many 
problems.  It  is  truly  sad  for  a  person  to  be  constantly 
“misunderstood”  because  of  his  poor  speech  habits! 

We  are  beginning  this  work  with  little  or  no  splice,  time, 
or  "equipment  except  for  the  most  important  one  of  all — 
your  cooperation!  I  am  most  grateful  for  the  understanding 
of  the  School  Committee  Members,  Mr.  Morgan,  Doctor 
Chace,  Mr.  MacKay,  Mr.  Nesmith,  Mr.  Fish,  all  the  teachers, 
the  interested  parents,  and  the  pupils — all  who  realize  we  are 
just  beginning.  Already  some  of  the  pupils  are  showing  a 
marked  improvement  as  has  been  reported  to  me  by  the 
teachers  and  the  parents.  I  am  sure  that  with  your  con¬ 
tinued  cooperation  the  Speech  Improvement  program  will 
be  well  worth  while.

REPORT  ON  CORRECTIVE  AND  DEVELOPMENTAL 

READING 

The  corrective  and  developmental  reading  program  was 
initiated  on  a  full  time  basis  in  September,  with  students 
selected  from  Grades  2  through  12.  Included  are  61  students 
from  the  elementary  school  and  31  from  the  high  school. 
Classes  range  in  size  from  two  to  a  maximum  of  10  so  that 
there  can  be  individualized  instruction. 

The  training  is  designed  to  encompass  reading,  writing 
and  spelling  in  the  corrective  field.  In  the  primary  classes 
special  emphasis  is  placed  on  phonetics  with  the  Phonovisual 
Method  which  includes  the  use  of  charts,  books  and  games. 
Elementary  classes  stress  phonics  and  independent  reading 
for  comprehension.  In  the  high  school  the  attention  is  largely 
directed  to  vocabulary  development  through  word  analysis 
skills,  reading  for  comprehension  and  improving  the  read¬ 
ing  rate.  All  groups  use  specially  designed  and  graded  ma¬ 
terials  for  practice  in  these  skills.

The  primary  emphasis  of  the  art  program  from  grades 
one  through  twelve  is  on  the  creative  expression  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  student.  For  the  elementary  school  the  child  is 
stimulated  to  express  his  own  ideas  originally.  Simulta¬ 
neously  he  learns  basic  skills  involved  in  drawing  and  paint¬ 
ing,  cutting,  pasting  and  modeling. 

At  present  the  weekly  art  classes  are  35  or  40  minutes 
long,  which  is  not  enough  time  to  allow  for  evaluation  of  the/ 
work  with  the  children.  This  past  Fall  the  elementary  art 
room  was  made  into  another  classroom  for  the  expanding 
school  population.  This  situation  pinches  the  art  schedule 
more  than  ever. 

For  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  the  emphasis  of 
the  art  program  is  again  on  the  learning  process  that  the 
young  person  experiences  as  he  strives  to  give  visual  form  to 
his  own  ideas.  Approximately  one-third  of  the  year  is  de¬ 
voted  to  each  of  these  areas  of  study:  drawing  and  painting 
in  various  media,  graphic  art  and  design,  and  three  dimen¬ 
sional  art. 

More  time  and  space  is  sorely  needed  to  expand  the  art 
program  in  the  high  school  to  prepare  talented  students  for 
placement  in  art  colleges  and  schools.  We  eagerly  await  im¬ 
proved  facilities  in  the  new  Jr. -Sr.  High  School  and  hope  that 
another  art  teacher  will  be  added  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the 
art  program  at  all  grade  levels. 

During  the  past  year  many  art  projects  in  our  community 
allowed  townspeople  and  parents  to  share  in  the  visual  ex¬ 
pression  of  our  children.  Last  January  a  sampling  of  our 
elementary  art  toured  the  other  Cape  schools  as  part  of  the 
Third  Cape  Cod  Art  Round  Robin.  After  our  exhibit  com¬ 
pleted  its  run  in  June,  Brooks  Library  displayed  it  over  the 
Summer.  Last  February  the  work  of  four  of  our  high  school 
art  students  was  selected  for  the  Scholastic  Art  Awards  Exhi¬ 
bition  at  Boston  University  in  Boston  and  in  April  our  art 
students  participated  in  the  Annual  Cape  Cod  High  School 
Art  Exhibit  at  the  Art  Association  in  Hyannis.  Our  own 
Harwich  High  School  art  exhibition  followed  in  May.  In 
November  recent  high  school  art  was  on  view  in  the  Bay- 
berry  Book  Shop  windows  to  honor  Art  Week.  “Christmas  in 
Other  Lands”  was  the  theme  the  elementary  school  windows 
painted  by  sixth  graders.  Large  Christmas  paintings  by  the 
second  and  third  grades  brightened  the  walls  at  Brooks 
Library  over  the  holiday  season. 
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I  appreciate  the  sincere  interest  and  cooperation  which 
the  school  committee,  the  superintendent,  the  principal  and 
my  colleagues  have  extended  to  me.

SECONDARY  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  gratifying  one  for  our  de¬ 
partment.  We  have  achieved  a  remarkably  high  quality  of 
performance.  This  is  made  possible  by  the  correlated  efforts 
of  the  elementary  and  secondary  instrumental  departments 
and  the  fine  students  with  whom  we  work. 

Scheduling  and  space  problems  still  plague  us  at  Har¬ 
wich  High  School.  Mr.  Abbott  and  Mr.  McKay  have  tried 
to  eliminate  conflict  between  required  courses  and  music 
classes  but  a  complete  solution  to  this  will  have  to  wait  until 
we  move  into  our  new  school.  It  is  hoped  that  at  that  time 
we  can  also  schedule  instrumental  rehearsals  twice  a  week. 
Our  students  need  at  least  that  much  time  to  accomplish  thei 
amount  of  learning  required  in  these  courses. 

The  band,  orchestra,  and  girls  glee  club  were  quite  active 
this  year.  They  appeared  at  various  concerts,  festivals,  as¬ 
semblies  and  at  graduation  week  exercises.  The  band  and 
orchestra  performed  as  Harwich  groups  and  also  in  combina¬ 
tion  with  the  Chatham  band  and  orchestra.  Our  combined 
orchestra  participated  in  their  first  exchange  concert  this 
year.  The  exchange  with  the  Norwood  High  School  Band  was 
very  successful  and  a  rewarding  experience  for  our  students. 
At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chatham  P.T.A.  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  also  the  Harwich  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  and  Police  Relief  Association  for  financially  sponsoring 
a  dinner  for  our  Norwood  guests  and  our  own  orchestra  per¬ 
sonnel  at  our  exchange  concert. 

Concert  festivals  attended  last  year  included  the  Cape 
Cod  Festival  at  Barnstable,  Southeastern  Festival  at  Marsh¬ 
field,  and  New  England  Festival  at  Silver  Lake  Regional  High 
School.  This  years  Southeastern  will  be  held  at  Randolph, 
and  New  England  at  Rutland,  Vt.

DIRECTOR  OF  ELEMENTARY 
INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

This  annual  report  of  Instrumental  Music  Education  in 
our  Elementary  Schools  must  largely  express  and  emphasize 
the  same  philosophy  and  procedure  set  forth  in  prior  years. 

This  has  been  an  active  and  busy  year,  as  usual,  our  en¬ 
rollment  being  almost  forty  per  cent  of  the  total  in  grades 
three  through  six.  We  have  maintained  lesson  schedules, 
and  class  instruction  in  all  six  grades,  each  building  having 
its  own  orchestral  and  band  groups,  and  these  groups  have 
appeared  publicly  in  assemblies  and  recitals  on  frequent  occa¬ 
sions.  Our  research  teaching  has  proven  most  successful  and 
has  been  largely  incorporated  into  our  music  curriculum,  in 
addition  to  our  Summer  Instruction  Program. 

Our  work  here  has  attracted  attention  elsewhere,  result¬ 
ing  in  publicity  for  our  Towns  through  metropolitan  and 
other  news  media.  Several  requests  for  off-Cape  demonstra¬ 
tions  have  been  received  and  some  accepted. 

As  of  this  Fall,  however,  we  have  met  one  serious  obstacle 
— the  space  problem.  As  our  school  enrollment  grows,  there 
is  less  and  less  room  for  us.  We  find  ourselves  now  often 
without  classroom  or  storage  space  for  necessary  equipment, 
holding  classes  in  corridors  and  cafeterias,  even  stairwells 
and  supply  rooms.  Much  time  is  consumed  in  moving  equip¬ 
ment  about  from  place  to  place — time  which  would  be  better 
used  for  teaching. 

We  realize  that  you  can  do  nothing  to  alleviate  our  dif-< 
Acuities  until  more  space  is  available.  We  hope  you  realize 
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that  such  trying  conditions  must  certainly  hinder  our  pro¬ 
gress  and  detract  from  the  effectiveness  of  our  program — 
both  actually  and  psychologically. 

Meanwhile,  we  shall  continue  our  best  efforts,  and  look 
forward  to  better  conditions  next  year.

SECONDARY  SCHOOL 
VOCAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

There’s  music  in  your  children!  A  simple  statement  but 
packed  with  powerful  potentialities. 

As  each  new  school  year  starts,  a  new  music  world  be¬ 
gins  for  the  students  and  for  me.  I  realize  more  and  more 
that  love  for  music  is  as  natural  in  children  as  their  love  for 
play,  and  that  it  is  skill  in  understanding  these  children — 
not  only  at  kindergarten  age  but  also  through  junior  and 
senior  high  school — and  not  necessarily  just  skill  in  music 
techniques  that  will  bring  the  greatest  rewards  in  fostering 
a  child’s  love  for  music. 

Mrs.  McKenney  follows  through  on  this  feeling  with  her 
work  as  Elementary  Vocal  Supervisor  and  I  continue  with 
the  three-part  singing  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  The  High 
School  chorus  continues  with  a  more  advanced  and  technical 
repertoire  of  songs  in  three  and  four-part  harmony  arrange¬ 
ments. 

As  each  different  grade  starts  a  new  school  year,  it  is 
plain  to  see  that  the  kind  of  environment  we  provide  both  in 
the  home  and  school  is  the  most  important  single  factor  in 
determining  the  student’s  attitude  toward  music,  and  the 
kind  of  attitude  they  have  toward  music  is  of  tremendous  im¬ 
portance  in  their  learning.  Some  children  have  entered  school 
with  a  background  of  singing  experience  in  the  home,  while 
others  must  receive,  their  initial  encouragement  to  sing  in  the 
classroom.  The  emphasis  therefore  must  be,  and  is,  on  group 
singing  activities. 

A  great  many  of  the  high  school  chorus  joined  with  other 
Cape  High  School  chorus  members  to  present  one  of  the  finest 
All  Cape  Festival  choruses  ever  to  perform.  This  event  was 
staged  in  the  new  Barnstable  High  School. 
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For  the  first  time  we  had  a  Harwich  and  a  Chatham 
student  participate  in  the  All  State  Festival  held  at  Pitts¬ 
field,  Massachusetts. 

A  fine  representation  from  both  Harwich  and  Chatham 
were  selected  for  the  All  New  England  Festival  held  at  Silver 
Lake  Regional  School,  at  Kingston. 

At  graduation,  officials  and  music  enthusiasts  rated  the 
High  School  Chorus  as  exceptionally  fine! 

This  Fall  at  Brooks  Academy,  we  again  have  a  selected 
Glee  Club  which  meets  an  additional  period  to  the  regular 
seventh  grade  music  periods. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  already  this  Fall,  we  have  had 
two  fine  groups  represent  Harwich  and  Chatham  at  audi¬ 
tions  for  the  Southeast  District  Festival  and  have  had  suc¬ 
cessful  results  in  the  fact  that  a  fine  proportion,  for  small 
towns,  were  chosen  to  perform  January  18  and  19  in  Randolph, 
Massachusetts. 

Several  names  will  be  submitted  this  December  for  con¬ 
sideration  at  the  New  England  Music  Festival  to  be  held  in 
Rutland,  Vermont,  March  1963. 

The  extra  class  in  music  appreciation,  started  last  year, 
is  continuing  again  for  those  students  desiring  extra  work  in 
a  musical  education  and  at  the  present  writing  are  compos¬ 
ing  their  own  tunes  and  learning  the  fundamentals  of  four- 
part  harmony  writing. 

All  in  all — a  successful  musical  year — a  big  year — and  all 
we  supervisors  realize  it  is  for  us  to  seize  the  students’  en¬ 
thusiasm  at  the  fioodside.  They  will  probably  not  turn  out 
to  be  great  musicians,  but  they  will  have  a  rich,  rewarding, 
good  time  and  will  most  surely  develop  a  genuine  love  for 
music  that  will  go  with  them  all  through  life. 

As  one  music  book  publishing  company  states:  “A  singing 
school  is  a  happy  school.”  I  add  further — “a  singing  world  is1 
a  happy,  peaceful  world.  Let’s  all  sing!”

ELEMENTARY  VOCAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

The  “Play  and  Sing  Book”  for  kindergarten  use  contains 
simple  songs  relating  to  home  life,  animals,  seasons,  holidays, 
and  rhythm  activity.  Each  week  the  children  become  ac- 
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quainted  with  two  new  songs,  and  learn  to  recognize  the  old 
songs.  Simple  scale  work  and  musical  patterns  are  begun  in 
preparation  for  further  scale  singing  in  the  first  grade.  Here, 
the  songs  are  longer  and  more  difficult  in  pattern.  Simple 
note  reading  from  the  blackboard  is  begun,  accompanied  by 
continued  use  of  technical  terms.  In  the  second  grade  “Our 
Songs”  is  the  book  which  the  children  use.  They  learn  many 
rote  songs,  and  a  new  note  song  each  week.  Techinque  is 
continued  and  new  keys  introduced. 

“Merry  Music,”  the  third  grade  book,  is  aptly  named 
for  it  contains  many  happy  tunes.  More  difficult  reading 
songs  are  taken  and  all  most  common  keys  covered.  Partic¬ 
ular  fun  is  had  participating  in  rounds.  These  are  continued 
even  more  successfully  in  the  fourth  grade  where  “We  Sing” 
is  their  book.  At  this  time  nearly  all  the  voices  are  true,  and 
the  songs  are  sung  with  enthusiasm  and  a  sweet  tone.  Fourth 
graders  become  quite  capable  note  readers.  Famous  com¬ 
posers  and  song  origins  are  mentioned. 

The  fourth  grade  looks  forward  to  being  in  the  fifth 
grade  for  then  they  sing  in  two  part  harmony,  an  experience 
so  enjoyable.  Their  “Our  Land  of  Song”  contains  songs  from 
all  over  the  United  States.  “Music  Everywhere”  for  the  sixth 
grade  carries  them  in  song  all  over  the  world.  Rote  and  note 
songs  continue,  and  three  part  music  is  the  major  new  ex¬ 
perience  when  harmony  really  lives  for  them.  At  this  time 
the  singers  are  proficient  enough  to  be  able  to  read  simple 
songs  at  sight  with  the  words  due  to  their  note  reading  back¬ 
ground.  This  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  both  teachers  and 
pupils. 

Last  year  the  various  grades  performed  at  assemblies,  and 
the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  again  sang  at  Christmas- 
tide  for  the  Parent  Teacher  Association.  The  theme  was 
“Christmas  Around  The  World,”  and  carols  were  sung  in 
French,  Latin  and  German!  Also,  again,  each  room  sang 
carols  throughout  the  building. 

A  Memorial  Day  program  was  presented  by  the  sixth 
grade  when  they  rendered  several  appropriate  songs,  and 
the  Boys  Choir  sang. 

Parting  with  the  sixth  grade  is  always  with  regret,  but 
they  are  admonished  to  “keep  singing  through  the  years.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 

During  the  Fall  of  1962  all  children  in  grades  8  through 
12  were  examined  and  generally  found  to  be  in  good  physical 
condition  except  for  a  few  postural  defects  and  some  dental 
problems,  which  can  be  corrected  easily. 

All  the  children  in  the  athletic  program  were  examined 
separately  and  carefully.  These  included  boys’  basketball, 
girls’  basketball,  boys’  soccer  and  girls’  field  hockey  teams.

The  children  of  grades  four  through  seven  were  ex¬ 
amined  according  to  the  usual  program  and  no  unusual  de¬ 
fects  were  noted.  The  most  commonly  observed  defects 
continue  to  be  dental  carries,  obesity  and  malnutrition,  and 
defects  in  the  long  arches  of  the  feet.  These  are  traceable 
largely  to  poor  oral  hygeine,  dietary  deficiencies  and  im¬ 
proper  fitting  of  shoes,  respectively. 

One  pupil  who  was  discovered  to  have  a  congenital 
heart  defect  last  year  has  had  corrective  surgery  in  Boston 
and  has  now  returned  to  school.

A  thoughtful  review  of  the  examination  of  this  year’s 
first  graders  permits  us  to  conclude  that  distinctly  fewer 
physical  defects  were  present  than  in  previous  years. 

More  children  were  found  however,  wearing  unsuitable 
shoes,  shoes  with  toes  too  pointed,  a  popular  trend  no  doubt 
but  unwise  since  that  type  of  shoe  usually  results  in  under 
riding  of  the  fifth,  the  little  toe.  Correction  of  this  trend  lies 
beyond  our  jurisdiction,  unhappily. 

It  is  fitting  that  we  pay  a  tribute  to  parents  who  are 
asked  to  be  present  at  the  initial  examination  of  their  chil¬ 
dren.  These  parents,  at  no  little  sacrifice  of  convenience, 
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time,  energy,  and  in  some  instances,  of  financial  outlay,  have 
arranged  to  be  present.  Too,  the  Medical  Department  would 
be  amiss  if  it  failed  to  record  its  appreciation  of  pleasing 
comments  expressed  by  many  parents.

The  high  school  students  have 
asked  to  come  to  the  dentists  more  than  ever  before. 

The  Sabine  Oral  Polio  Vaccine  will  be  available  for  chil¬ 
dren  from  grades  3  to  12,  and  all  infants  three  months  and  up 
who  did  not  receive  it  last  year. 

The  next  year’s  program  is  as  follows: 

1.  Type  1  Sabine  Vaccine  January  14,  28,  1963 

2.  Type  2  ”  ”  March  11,  25,  1963 

3.  Type  3  ”  ”  May  13,  27,  1963 

It  is  hoped  that  next  year  Massachusetts  will  be  a  polio 
free  state — whether  it  will  be  or  not  depends  on  how  well 
the  community  is  immunized. 

The  usual  bumps,  scratches,  headaches,  stomach  aches, 
viruses,  and  contagious  diseases  have  been  prevalent. 

The  nurse  is  in  the  high  school  every  morning  checking 
absentees.  If  the  children  are  sick,  we  wish  them  well,  but 
the  principal  sees  the  children  who  are  not. 

One  case  of  severe  heart  condition  was  found  in  a  phy¬ 
sical  examination  and  the  child  has  been  under  study  all 
Summer.  Successful  heart  surgery  was  performed  this  Fall 
and  the  child  has  returned  to  school.
